Ty*^olume is intended to be the companion of * ‘Studies in Old 
Testament Characters’" and was planned to best serve the purposes of 
that work. The two volumes were prepared at the same time and the 
needs of the “Studies’’ have in more than one particular determined 
the form of the “Records”. 

The “Studies in Old Testament Characters” is the third course of 
a series of studies prepared especially for the use of devotional Bible 
classes of college students. The authors of “Studies in the Life of 
Christ” and “Studies in the Acts and Epistles” (the two preceding 
courses of the series) had bases for their work already at hand in “A 
Harmony of the Gospels” by Stevens and Burton and “Records and 
fetters of the Apostolic Age” by Burton. The advantages to devo- 
tional Bible study of such re-arrangement of the Bible text as is found 
m these books have been clearly shown by the use of these courses by 
students. The value of similar analysis and re-arrangement of the 
material in the Old Testament is equally great in providing a basis for 
.the study of Old Testament characters. The Amount of material in a 
volume in which the whole of the Old Testaaient text is reprinted 
would have been too large to meet the purposes for which this book 
Jaas^been prepared. Therefore only such portions of the text are 
printed in full as were thought necessary to radicate the plan to be fol- 
lowed by the student and to show the value of the Revised Version of 
the Old Testament in historical^nd devotional study. Practically the 
whole of the prophecies of Jeremiah has been printed in full, first, 
because a clear understanding of these prophecies requires more re-ar- 
rangement than is needed in other portions of the Old Testament ; 
secondly, because the material of Jeremiah reveals more of the life and 
character of a prophet than any other portion of the Old Testament ; 
and thirdly, because critics of all schools are In the main agreed on the 
re-arrangement of the material of this book. *

The words of Professor Burton in his preface to ''I?Sftrds and 
Letter's of the Apostolic Age’* in reference to critical questions as 
related to his work, are so suitable to the problems met in the Old 
Testament field, that I take the liberty to quote them here, changing 
only such words as are , necessary to adapt the passage to the Old 
Testament: Respiting the place of some portions of the Old 

Testament in the there still remain some problems which 

must be regarded as' ki process of investigation rather than as already 
solved. Among the most difficult are those which involve the qfies- 
tion of authorship and genuineness, as well as that of date. The plan 
of this work renders it impossible to avoid assuming some position 
upon these latter questions, yet it is no part of its purpose to discu®^ 
them; this task belongs to works on Old Testament Introductvoor 
For the purpose of this work it is assumed that the claims of author# 
ship made in the books themselves are true. This course is indeed 
the one which is most congenial to my own opinions. While the 
evidence, or lack of evidence, in a few cases certainly justifies th^ 
treatment of the question of genuineness as an open one, such 
examination and estimation of it as I have been able to make ha^ not 
led me to a positive conclusion against the genuineness of any of th'^ 
books with which we here have to do. Yet I have constructed the 
work on this basis not so much for the purpose of expressing an 
opinion on each of the points at issue, •as because, in my judgment, it 
best adapts the book to the uses for which it is intended. The 
ordinary student of the Bible, not specially trained in Biblical science, 
may well make the genuineness of the Old Testament books his 
working hypothesis at least. The mature scholar, if he has reached 
the conclusion that all the Old Testament books here under con- 
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sideraaon are genniiie, will of course desire them assigned to a place 
consistent with this conclusion. • If he has reached a different conclu- 
sion in any case, the plan here adopted will at least furnish him 
a basis of criticism in an arrangement whose faultiness he will be 
able to point out, ”

THE GENERATIONS OP TERAH 

§1. THE MIGRATION OF THE TERACHITES 
Genesis 11:^7-32 

27 Now these are the generations of Terah. Terah begat Abrain, 
Nal^or, and Haran ; and Haran begat Lot. 28 And Haran died in the 
presence of his father Terah in the land of his nativity, in Ur of the 
dbaldees. 29 And Abram and Nahor took them wives : the name of 
Abram’s wife was Sarai ; and the name of Nahor’s wife, Milcah, the 
daughter of Haran, the father of Milcah, and the (S^ther of Iscah. 30 
^And Sarai was barren ; she had no child. 31 And Terah took Abram 
his son, and Lot the son of Haran, his son’a son, and Sarai his 
daughter in law, his son Abram’s wife ; and they went forth with them 
fror^^r of the Chaldees, to go into the land of Canaan; and they 
came unto Haran, and dwelt there. 32 And the days of Terah were 
two hundred and five years : and Terah died in Haran, 

§2. THE HISTOICl" OF ABRAHAM 
Genesis 1211-25111 

Now the Lord said unto Abram, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, unto the land that I 
will shew thee : 2 and I will make of thee a great nation, and I will bless

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thee, and make thy name great ; and be thou a blessing : 3 and I will 
bless them that bless thee, and him that curseth thee will I curse : and 
in thee shall all the families of the earth be blessed. 4 So Abram went, 
as the Lord had spoken unto him ; and Lot went with him : and 
Abram wbs seventy and five years old when he departed out of Haran, 
5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot* his brother's son, and all 
their substance that they had gathered, and the .souls that they had 
gotten in Haran ; and they went forth to go into the land of Canaan ; 
and into the land of Canaan they came. 6 And Abram passed through 
the land unto the place of Shechem, unto the^ioak of Moreh. And 
the Canaanite was then in the land. 7 And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will I give this land : and there builded 
he an altar unto the Lord, who appeared unto him. 8 And he removed 
from thence unto the mountain on the east of Bethel, and pitched his

Abram, and said, What is this that thou hast done unto me? 'why 
didst thou not tell me that she was thy wife? 19 Why saidst thou, 
She is my sister? so that I took her to be my wife : now th^fore 
behold thy wife, take her, and go thy way. 20 And Pharaoh gave 
men charge concerning him : and they brought him on the way, and 
his wife, and all that he had. 

13 s I And Abram went up of Egypt, he, and his w’^ife, and all 
that he had, and Lot with him, into the South. 2 And Abram was, 
very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold. 3 And he went on his 
journeys from the South even to Beth-el, unto the place where his tent 
had been at the beginning, between Beth-el and Ai ; 4 unto the place 
of the altar, which he had made there at the first : and there Abram

3 And Sarai Abram's wife took Hagar the Egyptian, her handmaid, 
after Abram had dwelt ten years in the land of Canaan, and gave her 
to Abram her husband to be his wife.

3 But God came to 
Abimelech in a dream of the night, and said to him, Behold, thou art 
but a dead man, because of the woman which thou hast taken ; for she 
is a man’s wife. 4 Now Abimelech had not come near her: and he 
said. Lord, wilt thou slay even a righteous nation? 5 Said he not 
himself unto me. She is my sister? and she, even she herself said. He 
is ihy brother ; in the integrity of my heart and the innocency of my 
hands have I done this. 6 And God said unto him in the dream, 
Yea; I know that in the integrity of thy heart thou hast done this, and 
I also withheld thee from sinning against me : the^i^fore suffered I thee 
iM)t to touch her. 7 Now therefore restore the man’s wife ; for he is a 
prophet, and he shall pray for thee, and thou shalt live : and if thou 
restore her not, know thou that thou shalt sui^Iy die, thou, and all 
that ^re thine. And Abimelech rose early in the morning, and called 
all his servants, and told all these things in their ears : and the men 
were, sore afraid. 9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, and said unto 
him, What hast thou done unto us? and wherein have I sinned against 
thee, that thou hast brought on me and on my kingdom a great sin? 
,thou hast done deeds unto me that ought not to be done. 10 And 
Abimelech said unto Abraham, What sawest thou, that thou hast 
done this thing? ii And Abraham said, Because I thought, Surely 
the- fear of God is not in this place;, and they wi]l slay me for my 
wife’s sake, 12 And moreover she is indeed my sister, the daughter 
of my father, but not the daughter of my mother; and she became my 
wife: 13 and it came to pasSr when God caused me to wander from 
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my father's house that I said unto her, This is thy kindn<^s which 
thou shalt shew unto me; at every place whither we shall come, say 
of me, He is my brother. 14 And Abimelech took sheep and oxen, 
and menservants and womenservants, and gave them unto Abraham, 
and restored him Sarah his wife. " 1 5 And Abimelech said, Behold, 
my land is before thee: dwell where it pleaseth thee, 16 And unto 
Sarah he said, Behold, I have g^ven thy brother a thousand pieces of 
silver : behold, Ht is for thee a covering of the eyes to all that are with 
thee ; and ^in respect of all thou art righted. 17 And Abraham prayed 
unto God: and God healed Abimelech, and his wife, and his maid- 
servants; and they bare children. 18 For the Lord had fast closed 
up all the wombs of the house of Abimelech, because of Sarah Abra- 
ham’s wife. ^ 

2 1 : I And the Lord visited Sarah as he had smd, and the Lord 
did unto Sarah as he had spoken. 3 And Sarah conceived and bare 
Abraham a son in his old age, at the set time of which God had spoken 
to him. 3 And Abraham called the name of his son that was born 
unto him, whom Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 4 And Abraham circum-' 
cised his son Isaac when he was eight days old, as God had com- 
manded him. 5 And Abraham was an hundred years old, when his 
son Isaac was born unto him. 6 And Sarah said, God hath ®made 
me to laugh ; every one that heareth will laugh with me. 7 And she 
said, Who would have said unto Abraham, that Sarah should give 
children suck? for I have borne him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was weaned: and Abraham made a 
great feast on the day that Isaac was weaned. 

9 And Sarah saw the son of Hagar the Egyptian, which she had 
borne unto Abraham, ^mocking. 10 Wherefore she said unto Abra- 
ham, Cast out this bondwoman and her son : for the son of this bond- 
woman shall not be heir with my son, even with Isaac, 1 1 And the 
thing was very grievous in Abraham’s sight on account of his son. 12 
And God said unto Abraham, Let it not be grievous in thy sight 
because of the lad,^nd because of thy bondwoman ; in all that Sarah 
saith unto thee, hearken unto her voice ; for in Isaac shall thy seed 
called. 1 3 And also-of the son of the bondwoman will I make a nation, 
because he is thy seed. 14 And Abraham rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and took bread and a ^bottle of water, and gave it unto Hagar, 
putting it on her shoulder, and the child, and sent her away : and she 
departed, and wandered in the wilderness of Beer-sheba. 1 5 And the 
water in the bottle was spent, and she cast the child under one of the 
shrubs. 16 And she went, and sat her down over against him a good 
way off, as it were a bowshot : for she said, Let me not look upon the 
death of the child. And she sat over against him, and lift up her 
voice, and wept. 17 And God heard the voice of the lad; and the 
angel of God called to Hagar out of heaven, and said unto her, What 
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aiieth th^e, Hagar? fear not; for God hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he is. i8 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand; 
for I will make him a great natiojp. 19 And God opened her e^es, 
and she saw a well of water ; and she went, and filled the bottle with 
water, and gave the lad drink. 20 And God was with the lad, and 
he grew ; and he dwelt i^ji the wilderness, and became an archer. 

21 And he dwelt in the wilderness of Paran : and his mother took him 
a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

22 And it came to pass at that time, that Abimelech and Phicol 
the captain of his host ^pake unto Abraham, saying, God is with thee 
in all that thou doest: 23 now therefore swear unto me hereby God 
that thou wilt not deal falsely with me, nor with ^my son, nor with my 
son's son: but^ according to the kindness that I have done unto thee, 
thou shalt do unto me, and to the land wherein thou hast sojourned. 

24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 25 And Abraham reproved 
Abimelech because of the well of water, which Abimelech’s servants • 
had violently taken away. 26 And Abimelech said, I know not who 
hath done this thing : neither didst thou tell me, neither yet heard I 
of it, but to-day. 27 And Abraham took sheep and oxen, and gave 
them unto Abimelech; and they two made a covenant. 28 And 
Abraham set seven ewe lambs of the flock by themselves. 29 
And Abimelech said unto Abraham, What mean these seven ewe 
iambs which thou hast set by themselves? 30 And he said, These 
seven ewe lambs shalt thou take of my hand, that it may be a 
witness unto me, that I have digged this well. 31 Wherefore he 
called that place Beer-sheba; because there they sware both of 
them. 32 So they made a covenant at Beer-sheba : and Abimelech 
rose up, and Phicol the captain of his host, and they returned into the 
land of the Philistines. 33 And Abraham planted a tamarisk tree in 
Beer-sheba, and called there on the name of the Lord, the Everlasting 
God, 34 And Abraham sojourned in the land of the Philistines many 
days. 

22 : I And it came to pass after these thingsf that God did prove 
?lbraham, and said unto him, Abraham; and he said, Here am I. 2 
And he said, Take now thy son, thine only souf whom thou lovest, 
even Isaac, and get thee into the land of Moriah ; and offer him there 
for & burnt offering upon one of the mountains which I will tell thee of. 

3 And Abraham rose early in the morning, and saddled his ass, and 
took two of his young men with him, and Isaac his son ; and he clave 
the wood for the burnt offering, and rose up, and went unto the place 
of which God had told him. 4 On the third day Abraham lifted up 
his eyes, and saw the place afar off. 5 And Abraham said unto his 
young men, Abide ye here with the ass, and I and the lad will go 
yonder ; and we will worship and come again to you. 6 And Abra- 
ham took the wood of the burnt offepng, and laid it upon Isaac his 
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■son ; and he took in his hand the fire and the knife ; and &ey went 
both of them together. 7 And Isaac spake unto Abraham his father, 
and said, My father : and he said, Here am I, my son.

8 And Abraham said, God will ^provide himself the Iamb for a 
burnt offering, my son : so they went both^of them together. 9 And 
they came to the place which God had told him of ; and Abraham 
built the altar there, and laid the wood in order, and bound Isaac his 
son, and laid him on the altar, upon the wood, 10 And Abraham 
stretched forth his hand, and took the knife to" slay his son. ,, 1 1 And 
the angel of the Lord called unto him out of heaven, and said, Abra- 
ham, Abraham : and he said, Here am I. 12 And he said. Lay not 
thine hand upon the lad, neither do thou any thing untf' him : for now 
I know that thou fearest God, seeing thou hast not "withheld thy son, 
thine only son, from me. 13 And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and 
^ looked, and ^behold, behind him a ram caught in the thicket by his 
horns : and Abraham went and took the ram, and offered him up for 
a burnt offering in the stead of his son. 14 And Abraham called the 
name of that place ^Jehovah-jireh : as it is said to this day, In the 
mount of the Lord *it shall be provided. 1 5 And the angel of the 
Lord called unto Abraham a second time out of heaven, and said, 
16 By myself have I sworn, saith the Lord, because thou hast done 
this thing, and hast not withheld thy son, thine only son : 17 tl^at in 

blessing I will bless thee, and in multiplying I will multiply thy seed 
as the stars of the heaven, and as the sand which is upon the sea 
shore ; and thy seed shall possess the gate of his enemies ; 18 and in 

thy seed shall all the nations of the earth ^be blessed ; because thou 
hast obeyed my voice. 19 So Abraham returned unto his young men, 
and they rose up and went together to Beer-sheba ; and Abraham 
dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

20 And it came to pass after these things, that it was told Abra- 
ham, saying, Behol^, Milcah, she also hath borne children unto thy 
brother Nahor; 2i Uz his firstborn, and Buz his brother, an^ 
Kemuel the father of Aram ; 22 and Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash', 

and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these 
^eight did Milcah bear to Nahor, Abraham’s brother. 24 And his 
concubine, whose name was Reumah, she also bare Tebah,"and 
^Gaham, and Tahash, and Maacah. 

23 ; I And the life of Sarah was an hundred and seven and twenty 
years : these were the years of the life of Sarah. 2 And Sarah died 
in Kiriath-arba (the same is Hebron), in the land of Canaan: and 
Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, and to weep for her. 3 And Abra- 
-ham rose up from before his dead, and spake unto the children of 
Heth, saying, 4 I am a stranger and a sojourner with you : give me 


see for himself . SQr, according to many ancient authorities, behold a 
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a possession of a buryingplace with you, that I may bury my dead out 
of my sight. 5 And the children of Heth answered Abraham, say- 
ing unto him, 6 Hear us, my losd : thou art mighty prince among 
us : in the choice of our sepulchres bury thy dead ; none of us shall 
withhold from thee his sepulchre, but that thou mayest bury thy 
dead. 7 And Abraham rose up, and bowed himself to the people of 
the land, even to the children of Heth. 8 And he communed with 
them, saying, If it be your mind that I should bury my dead out of 
my sight, bear me, and entreat for me to Ephron the son of Zohar, 

9 that he^may give me the cave of Machpelah, which he hath, which 
is in the end of his field ; for the full price let him give it to me in the 
midst of you for a possession of a buryingplace. 10 Now Ephron. 
was sitting in ike midst of the children of Heth : and Ephron the Hit- 
tite answered Abraham in the audience of the children of Heth, even of 
all that went in at the gate of his city, saying, 4 Nay, my lord, hear me : the 
field give I thee, and the cave that is therein, I give it thee ; in the * 
presence of the sons of my people give I it thee : bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed himself down before the people of the land. 

13 And he spake unto Ephron in the audience of the people of the 
land, saying, But if thou wilt, I pray thee, hear me : I will give the 
price of the field ; take it of me, and I will bury my dead there. 14 And 
Ephron answered Abraham, saying unto him, i $ My lord, hearken 
unto pie : a piece of land worth four hundred shekels of silver, what is 
that betwixt me and thee? bury therefore thy dead. 16 And Abra- 
ham hearkened unto Ephron ; and Abraham weighed to Ephron the: 
silver, which he had named in the audience of the children of Heth, 
four hundred shekels of silver, current money with the merchant.. 

1 7 So the field of Ephron, which was in Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which was therein, and all the trees 
that were in the field, that were in all the border thereof round about, 
were made sure 18 unto Abraham for a possession in the presence of 
the children of Heth, before all that went in at the ^gate of his city. 19. 
^nd after this, Abraham buried Sarah his wife in the cave of the field of 
Machpelah before Mamre (the same is Hebron), in the land of Canaan. 

20 And the field, and the cave that is therein, ^ere made sure unto- 
Abraham, for a possession of a buryingplace by the children of Heth. 

24 : I And Abraham was old, and well stricken in age : and the 
Lord had blessed Abraham in all things. 2 And Abraham said unto 
his servant, the elder of his house, that ruled over all that he had, 
Put, I pray thee, thy hand under my thigh : 3 and I will make thee- 
swear by the Lord, the God of heaven and the God of the earth, 
that thou shalt not take a wife for my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, among whom I dwell: 4 but thou shalt go unto my 
country, and to my kindred, and take a wife for my son Isaac. 5 And 
the servant said unto him, Peradventure the woman will not be wiil- 
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ingto follow me unto this land : must I needs bring thy son again unto 
the land from whence thou earnest? 6 And Abraham said unto him. 
Beware thou that thou bring not my* son thither again. 7 The Lord, 
the God of heaven, that took me from my father^s house, and from the 
land of my nativity, and that spake unto me, and that sware unto me, 
saying, Unto thy seed will I give this land; he shall send his angel 
before thee, and thou shalt take a wife for my son from thence. 
8 And if the woman be not willing to follow thee, then thou shalt be 
clear from this my oath ; only thou shalt not bring my son thither 
again. 9 And the servant put his hand under the thigh of Abraham 
his master, and sware to him concerning this matter. 10 And the 
servant took ten camels, of the camels of his master, and departed; 
^having all goodly things of his master’s in his hand? and he arose, 
and went to ^Mesopotamia, unto the city of Nahor. ii And he made 
the camels to kneel down without the city by the well of water at the 
time of evening, the time that women go out to draw water. 12 And 
he said, O Lord, the God of my master Abraham, send me, I pray 
thee, good speed this day, and shew kindness unto my master Abra- 
ham. 13 Behold, I stand by the fountain of water; and the daugh- 
ters of the men of the city come out to draw water : 14 and let it 

come to pass, that the damsel to whom I shall say, Let down thy 
pitcher, I pray thee, that I may drink ; and she shall say, Drink, and 
I will give thy camels drink also : let the same be she that thou hast 
appointed for thy servant Isaac ; and thereby shall I know that thou 
hast shewed kindness unto my master. 15 And it came to pass, 
before he had done speaking, that, behold, Rebekah came out, who 
was born to Bethuel the son of Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham’s 
brother, with her pitcher upon her shoulder. 16 And the damsel^ was 
very fair to look upon, a virgin, neither had any man known her : and 
she went down to the fountain, and filled her pitcher, and came up. 
17 And the servant ran to meet her, and said, Give me to drink, I 
pray thee, a little of thy pitcher. 18 And she said, Drink, my 
lord : and she hasted, and let down her pitcher upon her hand, ard 
gave him drink. J9 And when she had done giving him drink, she 
said, I will draw for thy camels also, until they have done drinking. 
20 And she hasted, and emptied her pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again unto the well to draw, and drew for all his camels. 21 And 
the man looked stedfastly on her ; holding his peace, to know whether 
the Lord had made his journey prosperous or not. 22 And it came 
to pass, as the camels had done drinking, that the man took a golden 
ring of %alf a shekel weight, and two bracelets for her hands of ten 
shekels weight of gold ; 23 and said, Whose daughter art thou? tell 
me, I pray thee. Is there room in thy father’s house for us to lodge 
in? 24 And she said unto him, I am the daughter of Bethuel the son 
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-of Milcah, which she bare unto Nahor. 25 She said moreover unto 
him, We have both straw and provender enough, and room to lodge in. 

26 And the man bowed his* head, and worshipped the Lord. 

27 And he said, Blessed be the Lord, the God of my master Abra- 

ham, who hath not forsaken his mercy and his truth toward my mas- 
ter : as for me, the Lord, hath led me in the way to the house of my 
master’s brethren. 28 And the damsel ran, and told her mother’s 
house according to these words, 29 And Rebekah had a brother, and 
his name was Laban: and Laban ran out unto the man, unto the foun- 
tain. 30 And it came to pass, when he saw the ring, and the brace- 
lets upon his sister’s hands, and when he heard the words of Rebekah 
his sister, saying. Thus spake the man unto me; that he came unto the 
man; and, behold, he stood by the camels at the fountain. 31 And 
he said, Come in, thou blessed of the Lord ; wherefore standest thou 
without? for I have prepared the house, and room for the camels. 
32 And the man came into the house, and he ungirded the camels ; * 
and he gave straw and provender for the camels, and water to wash 
his feet and the men’s feet that were with him, 33 And there was set 
meat before him to eat : but he said, I will not eat, until I have told 
mine errand. And he said, Speak on. 34 And he said, I am Abra- 
ham’s servant. 35, And the Lord hath blessed my master greatly; 
and he is become great : and he hath given him flocks and herds, and 
silver and gold, and menservants and maidservants, and camels and 
asses. 36 And Sarah my master’s wife bare a son to my master when 
she was old : and unto him hath he given all that he hath. 37 And 
my master made me swear, saying, Thou shalt not take a wife for my 
son of the daughters of the Canaanites, in whose land I dwell: 38 but 
thou shalt go unto my father’s house, and to my kindred, and take a 
wif^ for my son. 39 And I said unto my master, Perad venture the 
woman will not follow me. 40 And he said unto me, The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his angel with thee, and prosper thy 
way ; and thou shalt take a wife for my son of my kindred, and of my 
father’s house: 41 then shalt thou be clear from my oath, when 
thou earnest to my kindred ; and if they give her not to thee, thou shalt 
be clear from my oath. 42 And I came this day unto the fountain, 
and said, O Lord, the God of my master Abraham, if now thou do 
prosper my way which I go : 43 behold, I stand by the fountain of 

water ; and let it come to pass, that the maiden which cometh forth to 
draw, to whom I shall say. Give me, I pray thee, a little water of thy 
pitcher to drink ; 44 and she shall say to me, Both drink thou, and I 

will also draw for thy camels : let the same be the woman whom the 
Lord hath appointed for my master’s son. 45 And before I had 
done speaking in mine heart, behold, Rebekah came forth with her 
pitcher on her shoulder ; and she went down unto the fountain, and 
drew: and I said unto her, Let me drink, I pray thee. 46 And she 
made haste, and let down her pitcher from her shoulder, and said, 
Drink, and I will give thy camels drink also : so I drank, and she made 
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the camels drink also. 47 And I asked her, and said, WhoSe daugh- 
ter art thou? And she .said, the daughter of Bethuel, Nahor's son, 
whom Milcah bare unto him : and I put the ring upon her nose, and 
the bracelets upon her hands. 48 And I bowed my head, and w'or- 
shipped the Lord, and blessed the Lord, the God of my master 
Abraham, which had led me in the right way to take my master’s 
brother’s daughter for his son. 49 And now if ye will deal kindly and 
truly with my master, tell me : and if not, tell me ; that I may turn to* 
the right hand, or to the left. 50 Then Laban and Bethuel answered 
and said, The thing proceedeth from the Lord : we cannot speak unto 
thee bad or good. 5 1 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, take her, and 
go, and let her be thy master’s son’s wife, as the Lord hath spoken. 
52 And it came to pass, that, when Abraham’s servnit heard their- 
words, he bowed himself down to the earth unto the Lord. 53 And 
the servant brought forth jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
• raiment, and gave them to Rebekah : he gave also to her brother and 
to her mother precious things. 54 And they did eat and drink, he 
and the men that were with him, and tarried all night ; and they rose 
up in the morning, and he said, Send me away unto my master. 
55 And her brother and her mother said, Let the damsel abide with 
us a few days, at the least ten ; after that she shall go. 56 And he 
said unto them, Hinder me not, seeing the Lord hath prospered my 
way; send me away that I may go to my master. 57 And they, said, 
We will call the damsel, and inquire at her mouth. 58 And they 
called Rebekah, and said unto her, Wilt thou go with this m^n? And 
she said, I will go, 59 And they sent away Rebekah their sister, 
and her nurse, and Abraham’s servant, and his men. 60 And they 
blessed Rebekah, and said unto her, Our sister, be thou the mother 
of thousands of ten thousands, and let thy seed possess the gaUi "of 
those which hate them. 61 And Rebekah arose, and her damsels, 
and they rode upon the camels, and followed the man : and the ser- 
vant took Rebekah, ^and went his way. 62 And Isaac came ^from 
the way of Beer-laW-roi ; for he dwelt in the land of the South^ 
63 And Isaac went out to meditate in the field at the eventide : and 
he lifted up his eyes,''and saw, and, behold, there were camels com- 
ing. 64 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, and when she saw Isaac, 
she lighted off the camel. 65 And she said unto the servant, What 
man is this that walketh in the field to meet us? And the servant 
said, It is my master: and she took her veil, and covered herself, 

66 And the servant told Isaac all the things that he had done. 

67 And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah’s tent, and took 
Rebekah, and she became his wife ; and he loved her : and Isaac was 
comforted after his mother’s death. 

25 : I And Abraham took another wife, and her name wa^, 
Keturah. 2 And she bare him Zimran, and Jokshan, and Medan^ 


^The Sept, has, through the wilderness. 
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and Dedan. And the sons of Dedan were Asshurim, and Letushim, 
and Leummim, 4 And the sons* of Midian ; Ephah and Epher, and 
Hanoch, and Abida» and Eldaah. All these were the children of 
Keturah. 5 And Abraham gave all that he had unto Isaac. 6 But 
unto the sons of the concubines, which Abraham had, Abraham gave 
gifts ; and he sent them away from Isaac his son, while he yet lived, 
eastward, unto the east country. 7 And these are the days of the 
years of Abraham’s life which he lived, an hundred threescore and 
fifteen years. 8 And Abraham gave up the ghost, and died in a good 
old age, an old man, and full of years; and was gathered to his peo- 
ple. 9 And Isaac and Ishmael his sons buried him in the cave of Mach- 
pelah, in the fi3l4 of Ephron the son of Zohar the Hittite, which is 
before Mamre; lo the field which Abraham purchased of the children 
of Heth : there was Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife, 1 1 And it 
came to pass after the death of Abraham, that God blessed Isaac his 
son ; and Isaac dwelt by Beer-lahai-roi.

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§3, NAMES AND DWELLINGS OF THE SONS OF ISHMAEL 
Genesis 

Now these are the generations of Ishmael, Abraham's son,' 
whom Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, barci unto Abraham ; 
13 and these are the names of the sons of Ishmael, by their names, 
according to their generations : the first born of Ishiijael, Nebaioth; and 
Kedar, and Adbeel, and Mibsam, 14 and Mishma, and Dumah, and 
Iflassa; 15 Hadad, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah: i6 these 
are the sons of Ishmael, and these are their nanfes, by their villages, 
and by their encampments ; twelve princes according to their nations.

THE GENERATIONS OF ISAAC 


§4. THE BIRTH AND EARLY HISTORY OF ISAAC^S SONS 


Genesis 25:19-34 

19 And these are the generations of Isaac, Abraham’s son: Abra» 
ham begat Isaac : 20 and Isaac was forty years old when he took 
Rebekah, the daughter of Bethuel the ^Syrian of Paddan-aram, the sis- 
ter of Laban the ^Syrian, to be his wife. 2 1 And Isaac intreated the 
Lord for his wife, because she was barren : and the Lord was intreated 
of him, and Rebekah his wife conceived. 22 And the children struggled 
together within her ; and she said. If it be so, wvherefore do ^ I live? 
And she went to inquire of the Lord. 23 And the Lord said unto 
her,.. '•■■■ ■ ■ . . . . 

Two nations are in thy womb, 

And two peoples shall be separated even from thy bowels: 

And the one people shall be stronger than the other people ; 

And the elder shall serve the younger. 

24 And when her days to be delivered were fulfilled, behold, there were 
twins in her womb. 25 And the first came forth ^red, all over like an 
hairy garment ; and they called his name Esau. 26 And afters that 
came forth his brother, and his hand had hold on Esau’s heel ; and his 
name was called *Jacob : and Isaac was threescore years old when she 
bare them. 27 J^nd the boys grew : and Esau was a cunning hunter, 
a man of the field; and Jacob was a Splain man, dwelling in tents. ^ 28 
Now Isaac loved Esau, because he did eat of his venison ; and Rebekah 
loved Jacob. 29 And Jacob sod pottage : and Esau came in from the 
field, and he was faint: 30 and Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I pray 
thee, with ®that same red pottage; for I am faint : therefore was 
his name called '^Edom. 31 And Jacob said. Sell me ®this day thy 
birthright. 32 And Esau said, Behold, I am at the point to die : and 
what profit shall the birthright do tome? 33 And Jacob said, Swear to 
me ®this day ; and he sware unto him : and he sold his birthright unto 
Jacob. 34 And Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage of lentils; and he 
did eat and drink, and rose up, and went his way : so Esau despised 
his birthright. 
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§5. THE SUBSEQUENT CAREER OF ISAAC 
Genesi* 26ji-35 

I And there was a famine in the land, beside the first famine that 
was in the days of Abraham. And Isaac went unto Abimelech king 
of the Philistines unto Gerar. 2 And the Lord appeared unto him, 
and said, Go not down into Egypt; dwell in the land which I shall tell 
thee of: 3 sojourn in this land, and I will be with thee, and will 
bless thee ; for unto thee* and unto thy seed, I will give all these lands, 
and I will establish the oath which I sware unto Abraham thy father ; 
4 and I will multiply thy seed as the stars of heaven, and will give 
unto thy seed ^1 these lands ; and in thy seed shall all the nations of 
the earth %e blessed ; 5 because that Abraham obeyed my voice, 

and kept my charge, my commandments, my statutes, and my laws. 
6 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar : 7 and the men of the place asked him 

of his wife ; and he said, She is my sister : for he feared to say, My 
wife ; lest, sa/d he, the men of the place should kill me for Rebekah : 
because she was fair to look upon. 8 And it came to pass, when he 
had been there a long time, that Abimelech king of the Philistines 
looked out at a window, and saw, and, behold, Isaac was sporting 
with Rebekah his wife. 9 And Abimelech called Isaac, and said. 
Behold, of a surety she is thy wife ; and how saidst thou, She is my 
sister? And Isaac said unto him, Because I said, Lest I die for her. 
10 And Abimelech said, What is this thou hast done unto us? one of 
the people' might lightly have lain with thy wife, and thou shouldest 
have brought guiltiness upon us. 1 1 And Abimelech charged all the 
people, saying, He that toucheth this man or his wife shall surely be 
put, to death. 12 And Isaac sowed in that land, and found in the 

same year an hundredfold: and the Lord blessed him. 13 And the 
man waxed great, and grew more and more until he became very 
great : 14 and he had possessions of flocks, and possessions of herds, 

and a great household : and the Philistines envied him. 15 Now all 
thfc wells which his father’s servants had digged in the days of Abra- 
ham his father, the Philistines had stopped them, and filled them with 
earth. 16 And Abimelech said unto Isaac, Go from us; for thou art 
much mightier than we: 17 And Isaac departed thence, and 
encamped in the valley of Gerar, and dwelt there. 18 And Isaac 
digged again the wells of water, which they had digged in the days of 
Abraham his father; for the Philistines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham : and he called their names after the names by which 
his father had called them, 19 And Isaac’s servants digged in the 
♦ valley, and found there a well of ^springing water. 20 And the herd- 
men of Gerar strove with Isaac’s herdmen, saying, The water is ours : 
and he called the name of the well ®Esek ; because they contended 
with him. 2 1 And they digged another well, and they strove for that

thence, and digged another well ; and for that they strove not : and he 
called the name of it /^Rehoboth; and he said, For now the Lord 
hath made room for us, and we shall be fruitful in the land. 23 And 
he went up from thence to Beer-sheba. 24 And the Lord appeared 
unto him the same night, and said, the God of Abraham thy 
father : fear not, for I am with thee, and will bless thee, and multiply 
thy seed for my servant Abraham's sake. 25 And he builded an altar 
there, and called upon the name of the Lord, and pitched his tent 
there : and there Isaac's servants digged a well. 26 Then Abimelech 
went to him from Gerar, and Ahuzzath his friend, and Phicol the cap- 
tain of his host. 27 And Isaac said unto them, Wherefore are ye 
come unto me, seeing ye hate me, and have sent m# away from you? 
28 And they said. We saw plainly that the Lord was with thee : and 
we said, Let there now be an oath betwixt us, even betwixt us and 
thee, and let us make a covenant with thee ; 29 that thou wilt do us 

no hurt, as we have not touched thee, and as we have done unto thee 
nothing but good, and have sent thee away in peace : thou art now the 
blessed of the Lord. 30 And he made them a feast, and they did 
eat and drink. 31 And they rose up betimes in the morning, and 
sware one to another : and Isaac sent them away, and they departed 
from him in peace. 32 And it came to pass the same day, that 
Isaac's servants came^ and told him concerning the well which they 
had digged, and said unto him. We have found water. 33 And he 
called it ^Shibah : therefore the name of the city is Beer-sheba unto 
this day. 

34 And when Esau was forty years old he took to wife Judith the 
daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and Basemath the daughter of Elon the 
Hittite: 35 and they were *a grief of mind unto Isaac and to 
Rebekah.

Jacob: and Jacob fed the rest of Laban’s flocks. 37 And Jacob took 
him rods of fresh ^poplar, and of the almond and of the plane tree ; and 
peeled white strakes in them, and made the white appear which was 
in the rods. 38 And he set the rods which he had peeled over against 
the flocks in the gutters in the watering troughs where the flocks came 
to drink ; and they conceived when they came to drink. 39 And the 
flocks conceived before the rods, and the flocks brought forth ring- 
straked, speckled, and spotted. 40 And Jacob separated the iambs, 
and set the faces of the flocks toward the ringstraked and all the black 
in the flock of Laban ; and he put his own droves apart, and put them 
not unto Laban's flock. 41 And it came to pass, whensoever the 
stronger of the flock did conceive, that Jacob laid the rods before the 
eyes of the flock in the gutters, that they might conceive among the 
bods ; 42 but when the flock were feeble, he put them not in : so the 

feebler were Laban’s, and the stronger Jacob’s. 43 And the man 
increased exceedingly, and had large flocks, and maidservants and 
menservants, and camels and asses. # 

31 : I And he heard the words of Laban’s sons, saying, Jacob 
hath taken away all that was our father’s ; an(i of that ■which was our 
father’s hath he gotten all this ^glory. 2 And Jacob beheld the coun- 
tenance of Laban, and, behold, it was not toward him as beforetime. 
3 And the Lord said unto Jacob, Return unto the land of thy 
fathers, and to thy kindred ; and I will be with thee, 4 And Jacob 
sent and called Rachel and Leah to the field unto his flock, 5 and said 
unto them, I see your father’s countenance, that it is not toward me 
as beforetime ; but the God of my father hath been with me. 6 And 
ye know that with all my power I have served your father. 7 And 
your father hath deceived me, and changed my wages ten times ; but 
God suffered him not to hurt me. 8 If he said thus, The speckled 
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shall be thy wages ; then all the flock bare speckled : and if he said 
thus, The ringstraked shall be thy wages; then bare all the flock 
ringstraked. 9 Thus God hath taken away the cattle of your father, 
and given them to me. 10 And it came to pass at the time that the 
flock conceived, that I lifted up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, and, 
behold, the he-goats which leaped upon the- flock were ringstraked, 
speckled, and grisled, ii And the angel of God said unto me in the 
dream, Jacob: and I said, Here am 1 . 12 And he said, Lift up now 

thine eyes, and see, all the he-goats which leap upon the flock are 
ringstraked, speckled, and grisled : for I have seen all that Laban 
doeth unto thee. 13 I am the God of Beth-el, where thou 
anointedst a pillar, where thou vowedst a vow unto me : now arise, get 
thee out from this land, and return unto the land of t^y nativity, 
14 And Rachel and Leah answered and said unto him, Is there yet 
any portion or inheritance- for us in our father's house? 15 Are we 
not counted of him strangers? For he hath sold us, and hath also 
quite devoured ^our money. i6 For all the riches which God hath 
taken away from our father, that is ours and our children's : now 
then, whatsoever God hath said unto thee, do. 17 Then Jacob rose up, 
and set his sons and his wives "upon the camels ; x 8 and he carried 
away all his cattle, and all his substance which he had gathered, the 
cattle of his getting, which he had gathered in Paddan-aram, for to 
go to Isaac his father unto the land of Canaan. 19 Now Laban was 
gone to shear his sheep : and Rachel stole the Seraphim that were her 
father's. And Jacob %tole away unawares to. Laban the Syrian, in 
that he told him not that he fled. 21 So he fled with all that he had : 
and he rose up and passed over ^the River, and set his face toward the 
mountain of Gilead. 

22 And it was told Laban on The third day that Jacob was" 
fled. 23 And he took his brethren^ with him, and pursued after 
him seven days' journey; and he overtook him in the mountain 
of Gilead. 24 And Gqd came to Laban the Syrian in a dream of the 
night, and said unto him. Take heed to thyself, that thou speak not to 
Jacob either good or bad, 25 And Laban came up with Jacob. 
Now Jacob had pitched bis tent in the mountain: and Laban with his 
. brethren pitched in the mountain of Gilead. 26 And Laban said to 
Jacob, What hast thou done, that thou hast stolen away unawares to 
me, and carried away my daughters as captives of the sword? 
27 Wherefore didst thou flee secretly, and ®steal away from me ; and 
didst not tell me, that I might have sent thee away with mirth and 
with songs, with tabret and with harp ; 28 and hast not suffered me 
to kiss my sons and my daughters? now hast thou done foolishly. 
29 It is in the power of my hand to do you hurt; but the God of your 
father spake unto me ypstemight, saying, Take heed to thyself that

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thou speak not to Jacob, either good or bad. 30 And now, though 
thou wouldst needs be gon^f because thou sore longedst after thy 
father’s house, yet wherefore hast thou stolen my gods? 31 And 
Jacob answered and said to L^an, Because I was afraid : for I said, 
Lest thou shouldst take thy daughters from me by force. 32 With 
whomsoever thou findest thy gods, he shall not live ; before our breth- 
ren discern thou what is thine with me, and take it to thee. For 
Jacob knew not that Rachel had stolen them. 33 And Laban went 
into Jacob’s tent, and into Leah's tent, and into the tent of the two 
maid-servants ; but Jie found them not. And he went out of Leah’s 
tent and entered into Rachel’s tent. 34 Now Rachel had taken the ter- 
aphim, and put them in the camel’s furniture, and sat upon them. 
And Laban^elt about all the tent, but found them not. 35 And she 
said to her father, Let not my lord be angry that I cannot rise up before 
thee ; for the manner of women is upon me. And he searched but 
found not the teraphim. 36 And Jacob was wroth, and chode with 
Laban : and Jacob answered and said to Laban, What is my tres- 
pass? what is my sin, that thou hast hotly pursued after me? 
37 Whereas thou hast felt about all my stuff, what hast thou found 
of all thy household stuff? Set it here before my brethren and thy 
brethren, that they may judge betwixt us two. 38 This twenty years 
have I been with thee ; thy ewes and thy she-goats have not cast their 
young, and the rams of thy flocks have I not eaten. 39 That which 
was tom of beasts, I brought not unto thee; I bare the loss of it; of 
my hand didst thou require it, whether stolen by day or stolen by 
night. ’ 40 Thus I was ; in the day the drought consumed me, and the 
frost by night; and my sleep fled from mine eyes. 41 These twenty 
years have I been in thy house ; I served thee fourteen years for thy 
,two daughters, and six years for thy flock : and thou hast changed my 
wages ten times. 42 Except the God of my father, the God of Abra- 
ham, and the Fear of Isaac had been with me, surely now hadst thou 
sent me away empty. God hath seen mine affliction and the labour of 
my hands, and rebuked thee yesternight. 43^ And Laban answered 
and said unto Jacob, The daughters are my daughters and the chil- 
dren are my children, and the flocks are my Socks, and all that thou 
seest is mine : and what can 1 do this day unto these my daughters, 
or unto their children which they have borne?

47 And 
Laban called it ^Jegar-sahadutha : but Jacob called it ‘-^Galeed. 48 And 
Laban said, This heap is witness between me and thee this day. 
Therefore was the name of it called Galeed: 49 and ^Mizpah, for he 
said, The Lord watch between me and thee, when we are ^absent one

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from another. 50 If thou shalt afflict my daughters, and if thou 
sliait take wives beside my daughters, no man is with us ; see, God is 
witness betwixt me and thee. 5 1 And Laban said to Jacob, behold this 
heap, and behold the pillar, which I have set betwixt me and thee. 
52 This heap be witness, and the pillar be witness, that I will not 
pass over this heap to thee, and that thou shalt not pass over this heap 
and this pillar unto me, for harm. 53 The God of Abraham, and 
the God of Nahor, the ^God of their father, judge betwixt us. And 
Jacob sware by the Fear of his father Isaac. 54 And Jacob offered 
a sacrifice in the mountain, and called his brethfen to eat bread : and 
they did eat bread, and tarried ail night in the mountain. 5 5 And 
early in the morning Laban rose up, and kissed his sons and his 
daughters, and blessed them : and Laban departed, and^eturned unto 
his place. 32 : i And Jacob went on his way, and the angels of God 
met him. And Jacob said when he saw them, This is God's host : 
*and he called the name of that place ^Mahanaim. 

3 And Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau his brother 
unto the land of Seir, the field of Edom. 4 And he commanded 
them, saying, Thus shall ye say unto my lord Esau ; Thus saith thy 
servant Jacob, I have sojourned with Laban, and stayed until now: 

5 and I have oxen, and asses and flocks, and menservants and maid- 
servants : and I have sent to tell my lord, that I may find grace in thy 
sight. 6 And the messengers returned to Jacob, saying, We came to 
thy brother Esau, and moreover he cometh to meet thee, and four 
hundred men with him. 7 Then Jacob was greatly afraid and was 
distressed: and he divided the people that was with him, and the 
flocks, and the herds, and the camels, into two companies; 8 and 
he said, If Esau come to the one company, and smite it, then the 
company which is left shall escape. 9 And Jacob said, O God of my 
father Abraham, and God of my father Isaac, O Lord, which saidst 
unto me, Return unto thy country, and to thy kindred, and I will do 
thee good: 10 ®I atfi not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and 
of all the truth, which thou hast shewed unto thy servant ; for with ^ 
my staff I passed over this Jordan; and now I am become two compa- 
nies. * 1 1 Deliver me, 1 pray thee, from the hand of my brother, from 
the hand of Esau : for I fear him, lest he come and smite me, the 
mother with the children. 12 And thou saidst, I will surely do thee 
good, and make thy seed as the sand of the ,sea, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude. 13 And he lodged there that night; and 
took of that which he had with him a present for Esau his brother ; 
14 two hundred she-goats and twenty he-goats, two hundred ewes 
and twenty rams, 1 5 thirty milch camels and their colts, forty kine 
and ten bulls, twenty she-asses and ten foals. 16 And he delivered 
them into the hand of his servants, every drove by itself ; and said 
unto his servants, Pass over before me, and put a space betwixt

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drove and drove. 17 And he cdrnmanded the foremost, saying-. 
When Esau my brother meeteth thee, and asketh thee, saying, Whose 
art thou? and whither goest thou? and whose are these before thee?

21 So the present passed over before 
him: and he himself lodged that night in the company. 

22 And hfe rose up that night, and took his two wives, and his 
two handmaids, and his eleven children, and passed over the ford of 
Jabbok. 23 And he took them, and sent them over the stream, 
and sent over that he had. 24 And Jacob was left alone ; and there* 
wrestled a man with him until the breaking of the day. 25 And 
when he saw that he prevailed not against him, he touched the 
hollow of his thigh; and the hollow of Jacob's thigh was strained, 
as he wrestled with him. 26 And he said, Let me go, for the day 
breaketh. And he said, I will not let thee go, except thou bless me. 
27 And he said unto him. What is thy name? And he said, 
Jacob. 28 And he said, Thy name shall be called no more Jacob, but 
^Israel : for ^thou hast ''^striven with God and with men^ and hast pre- 
vailed. » 29 And Jacob asked him, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, thy 
name. And he said, Wherefore is it that thou dost ask after my 
name? And he blessed him there. 30 And Jacob called the name 
of the place ^Peniel : for, said he, I have seen God face to face, and my 
life is preserved. 31 And the sun rose upon him as he passed over 
Penuel, and he halted upon his thigh. 32 Therefore the children of 
Israel eat not the sinew of the hip which is upon the hollow of the 
thigh, unto this day : because he touched the hollow of Jacob’s thigh 
^ in the sinew of the hip. 

33 ; I And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
Esau came, and with him four hundred men. And he divided the 
children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and unto the two handmaids. 

2 And he put the handmmds and their children foremost, and Leah 
and her children after, and Rachel and Joseph hindermost. 3 And 
he himself passed over before them, and bowed himself to the ground 
seven times, until he came near to his brother. 4 And Esau ran to 
meet him, and embraced him, and fell on his neck, and kissed him : 
and they wept, 5 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw the women and 
the children; and said, Who are these with thee? And be said, The 
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children which God hath graciously given thy servant. 6 Then the 
handmaids came near, they and their children, and they bowed them- 
selves.

9 And Esau said, I have enough ; my brother, let that thou hast be 
thine. lo And Jacob said, Nay, I pray thee, if now I have found 
grace in thy sight, then receive my present at my hand : ^forasmuch as 
I have seen thy face, as one seeth the face of God, and thou wast 
pleased with me. ii Take, I pray thee, my ^gift that is brought to 
thee ; because God hath dealt graciously with me, and because I have 
^enough. And he urged him, and he took it. i z Afad he said, Let 
us take our journey, and let us go, and I will go before thee. 13 And 
he said unto him, My lord knoweth that the children are tender, and 
that the flocks and herds with me ^ve suck : and if they overdrive 
them one day, all the flocks will die. 14 Let my lord, I pray thee, 
pass over before his servant : and I will lead on softly, according to 
the pace of the cattle that is before me, and according to the pace of 
the children, until I come unto my lord unto Seir. 1 5 And Esau 
said, Let me now leave with thee some of the folk that are with me. 
And he said, What needeth it? let me find grace in the sight of my 
lord. 16 So Esau returned that day on his way unto Seir. 17 And 
Jacob journeyed to Su^oth, and built him an house, and made booths 
for his cattle : therefore the name of the place is called ^Suc^oth. 

18 And Jacob came ®in peace to the city of Shechem, which is in 
the land of Canaan, when he came from Paddan-aram ; and encamped 
before the city. 19 And he bought the parcel of ground, where he had 
spread his tent, at the hand of the children of Hamor, Shechem's 
father, for an hundred ^pieces of money.

34 ; I And IJinah the daughter of Leah, which she bare unto 
Jacob, went out to see the daughters of the land. 2 And Shecheni 
the son of Hamor the‘Hivite, the prince of the land, saw her; and he 
took her, and lay wiish her, and humbled her. 3 And his soul clave 
unto Dinah the daughter of Jacob, and he loved the damsel, and 
spake ^kindly unto the damsel.

because he had wrought folly in Israel in lying with Jacob’s daugh* 
ter ; which thing ought not to be done. 8 And Hamor communed 
with them, saying, The soul of my son Shechem longeth for your 
daughter : I pray you give her unto him to wife. 9 And make ye 
marriages with us ; give your daughters unto us, and take our daugh- 
ters unto you. 10 And ye shall dwell with us : and the land shall be 
before you; dwell and trade ye therein, and get you possessions 
therein. 1 1 And Shechem said unto her father and unto her breth- 
ren, Let me find grace in your eyes, and what ye shall say unto me ! 
will give. 12 Ask me*never so much dowry and gift, and I will give- 
according as ye shall say unto me : but give me the damsel to wife. 
13 And the sons of Jacob answered Shechem and Hamor his father 
with guile, ancfspake, because he had defiled Dinah their sister, 14 
and said unto them, We cannot do this thing, to give our sister to one 
that is uncircumcised ; for that were a reproach unto ns: is only on 
this condition will we consent unto you : if ye will be as we be, that 
every male of you be circumcised; 16 then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we -will take your daughters to us, and we will dw^'eH 
with you, and we will become one people. 17 But if ye will not 
hearken unto us, to be circumcised ; then will we take our daughter, 
and we will be gone. j 8 And their words pleased Hamor, and 
Shechem Hamor’s son. 19 And the young man deferred not to do 
the thing, because he had delight in Jacob’s daughter: and he was 
honoured above all the house of his father# 20 And Hamor and 
Shechem his son came unto the gate of their city, and communed with 
the men of their city, saying, 21 These men are peaceable with us; 
therefore let them dwell in the land, and trade therein ; for, behold, 
the land is large enough for them ; let us take their daughters to us 
fof wives, and let us give them our daughters. 22 Only on this con- 
dition will the men consent unto us to dwell with us, to become one 
people, if every male among us be circumcised, as they are circum- 
cised. 23 Shall not their cattle and their substance and all their 
beasts be ours? only let us consent unto them, and they wnll dwell 
with us. 24 And unto Hamor and unto Shechem his son hearkened 
ail that went out of the gate of his city ; and ever^ male was circum- 
cised, all that went out of the gate of his city. 25 And it came to 
pass on the third day, when they were sore, that two of the sons of 
Jacob, Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s brethren, took each man his sword, 
and came upon the city ^unawares, and slew all the males. 26 And 
they slew Hamor and Shechem his son with the edge of the sword, 
and took Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and went forth. 27 The 
sons of Jacob came upon the slain, and spoiled the city, because they 
had defiled their sister. 28 They took their flocks and their herds 
and their asses, and that which was in the city, and that which was in 
the field; 29 and all their wealth, and all their little ones and their

10 And God said unto him, Thy name 
is Jacob : thy name shall not be called any more Jacob, but Israel shall 
be thy name : and he called his name Israel. 1 1 And God said unto 
him, I am ^God Almighty : be fruitful and multiply ; a nation and a 
company of nations ^shall be of thee, and kings shall come out of thy 
loins; 12 and the land which I gave unto Abraham and Isaac, to thee- 
I will give it, and to thy seed after thee will I give the land. 13 And 
God went up from him in the place where he spake with him, 14 
And Jacob set up a pillar in the place where he spake with him, a pillar 
of stone : and he poured out a drink offering thereon, and poured oil 
thereon. 15 And Jacob called the name of the place where God spake 
with him, Beth-el. 16 And they journeyed from Beth-el; and there 
was still some way to come to Ephrath : and Rachel travailed, and 
she had hard labour. 17 And it came to pass, when she was in hard 
labour, that the midwife said unto her, Fear not; for now thou shalt 
have another son. 18 And it came to pass, as her soul was in 
departing (for she died), that she called his name ®Ben-om: but his 
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lather called him ^Benjamin. 19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Ephrath, (the same is Beth 4 ehem). 20 And Jacob set 
up a pillar upon her grave : the ^ame is the Pillar of Rachel’s grave 
unto this day. 21 And Israel journeyed, and spread his tent beyond 
the tower of Eder. 22 And it came to pass, while Israel dwelt in 
t!)at land, that Reuben went and lay with Bilhaii his father's concu- 
bine: and Israel heard of it. 

Now the sons of Jacob were twelve : the sons of Leah; 23 Reu- 
ben, Jacob’s hrstborn,^ and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issa- 
char, andZebulun: 24 the sons of Rachel; Joseph and Benjamin: 

25 and the sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s handmaid ; Dan and Naphtali : 

26 and the sqps of Zilpah, Leah’s handmaid ; Gad and Asher : these 
are the sons of Jacob, which were born to him in Paddan-aram. 27 
And Jacob came unto Isaac his father to Mamre, to Kiriath-arba (the 
same is Hebron), where Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 28 And the * 
days of Isaac were an hundred and fourscore years. 29 And Isaac 
gave up the ghost, and died, and was gathered unto his people, old 
and full of days : and Esau and Jacob his sons buried him. 
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CHAPTER V 

THE GENERATIONS OP JACOB 
§8. THE WICKEDNESS OF JACOB’S SONS 
Genesis 37:2-38'. 30 

2 These are the generations of Jacob. Joseph, being seventeen 
years old, was feeding the flock with his brethren ; and he was a lad 
with the sons of Bilhah, and with the sons of Zilpah, his father's 
wives : and Joseph brought the evil report of them unto their father. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age : and he made him coat of many colours. 

4 And his brethren saw that their father loved him more than ail his 
brethren ; and they hated him, and could not speak peaceably unto

they did not pursue after the sons of Jacob. 6 So Jacob came to 
Luz, which is in the land of Canaan (the same is Beth-el), he and all 
the people that were with him. 7 And he built there an altar, and 
called the place ®Ei-b^i-el: because there God was revealed unto 
him, when he fled froU the face of his brother. 8 And Deborah, 
Rebekah’s nurse died, and she was buried below Beth-el under the 
oak : and the name of it was called ^Allon-bacuth. 

9 And God appeared unto Jacob again, when he came from Pad- 
dan-aram, and blessed him. 10 And God said unto him, Thy name 
Is Jacob: thy name shall not be called any more Jacob, but Israel shall 
be thy name : and he called his name Israel. 1 1 And God said unto 
him, I am ®God Almighty ; be fruitful and multiply ; a nation and a 
company of nations ^ball be of thee, and kings shall come out of thy 
loins; 12 and the land which I gave unto Abraham and Isaac, to thee. 
I will give it, and to thy seed after thee will I give the land. 1 3 And 
God went up from him in the place where he spake with him. 14 
And Jacob set up a pillar in the place where he spake with him, a pillar 
of stone : and he poured out a drink offering thereon, and poured oil 
thereon. 1 5 And Jacob called the name of the place where God spake 
with him, Beth-eL 16 And they journeyed from Beth-el; and there 
was still some way to come to Ephrath : and Rachel travailed, and 
she had hard labour. 17 And it came to pass, when she was in hard 
labour, that the midwife said unto her, Fear not; for now thou shalt 
have another son, 18 And it came to pass, as her soul was in 
departing (for she died), that she called his name ^Ben-oni: but his 


'^Oxyierehmih. a terr0ri?f Qod. God of Beih-eL “tThat is. 
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father called him ^Benjamin. 19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Ephrath, (the same is Beth-lehem). 20 And Jacob set 
up a pillar upon her grave : the ^ame is the Pillar of RacheFs grave 
unto this day. 21 And Israel journeyed, and spread his tent beyond 
the tower of Eder. 22 And it came to pass, while Israel dwelt in 
that land, that Reuben went and lay with Bilhah his father’s concu- 
bine : and Israel heard of it. 

Now the sons of Jacob were twelve: the sons of Leah; 23 Reu- 
ben, Jacob’s firstborn,^ and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issa- 
char, andZebulun: 24 the sons of Rachel; Joseph and Benjamin: 

25 and the sons of Bilhah, RacheFs handmaid; Dan and Naphtali: 

26 and the sqps of Ziipah, Leah’s handmaid ; Gad and Asher ; these 
are the sons of Jacob, which were born to him in Paddan-aram. 27 
And Jacob came unto Isaac his father to Mamre, to Kiriath-arba (the 
same is Hebron), where Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 28 And the , 
days of Isaac were an hundred and fourscore years. 29 And Isaac 
gave up the ghost, and died, and was gathered unto his people, old 
and full of days : and Esau and Jacob his sons buried him.

§S. THE WICKEDNESS OF JACOB’S SONS 
Genesis 37:^'-38'3o 

2 These are the generations of Jacob. Joseph, being seventeen 
years old, was feeding the flock with his brethren ; and he was a lad 
with the sons of Bilhah, and with the sons of Ziipah, his father’s 
wives: and Joseph brought the evil report of them unto their father. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age : and he made him h coat of many colours. 

4 And his brethren saw that their father loved him more than all his 
brethren ; and they hated him, and could not speak peaceably unto 
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him. 5 And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told it to his brethren : 
and they hated him yet the more. 6 And he said unto them, Hear, 

I pray you, this dream which I havs dreamed: 7 for, behold, we 
were binding sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf arose, and also 
stood upright; and, behold, your sheaves came round about, and 
made obeisance to my sheaf. 8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt 
thou indeed reign over us? or shalt thou indeed have dominion over 
us? And they hated him yet the more for his dreams, and for his 
words. 9 And he dreamed yet another dream, and told it to his 
brethren, and said, Behold, I have dreamed yet a dream; and, 
behold, the sun and the moon and eleven stars made obeisance to me. 
10 And he told it to his father, and to his brethren; and his father 
rebuked him, and said unto him. What is this dream ^chat thou hast 
dreamed? Shall I and thy mother and thy brethren indeed come to 
bow down ourselves to thee to the earth? 1 1 And his brethren 
envied him; but his father kept the saying in mind, 12 And his 
brethren went to feed their father’s dock in Shechem. 13 And Israel 
said unto Joseph, Do not thy brethren feed the flock in Shechem? 
come and I will send thee unto them. And he said to him, Here am 
1 . 14 And he said to him, Go now, see whether it be well with 

thy brethren, and well with the flock ; and bring me word again. So 
he sent him out of the vale of Hebron, and he came to Shechem. 1 5 
And a certain man found him* and, behold, he was wandering in the 
field: and the man aske# him, saying, What seekest thou? 16 And 
he said, I seek my brethren: tell me, I pray thee, where '‘they are 
feeding the flock 1 7 And the man said, They are departed hence : 
for I heard them say, Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph went after 
his brethren, and found them in Dothan, i8 And they saw him afar 
off, and before he came near unto them, they conspired against him 
to slay him. 19 And they said one to another, Behold, this Mreamer 
Cometh. 20 Come now therefore, and let us slay him, and cast him 
into one of the pits, %nd we will say. An evil beast hath devoured 
him: and we shall see what will become of his dreams. 21 And 
Reuben heard it, and delivered him out of their hand ; and said, Let 
us not take his life. 22 And Reuben said unto them, Shed no blood ; 
cast him into this pit that is in the wilderness, but lay no hand upon 
him : that he might deliver him out of their hand, to restore him to 
his father. 23 And it came to pass, when Joseph was come unto his 
brethren, that they stript Joseph of his coat, the coat of many colours 
that was on him ; 24 and they took him, and cast him into the pit : 

and the pit was empty, there was no water in it. 25 And they sat 
down to eat bread ; and they lifted up their eyes and looked, and, 
behold, a traveling company of Ishmaelites came from Gilead, with 
their camels bearing %picery and ^balm and ^myrrh, going to carry it

34 And Jacob rent his garments, and 
put sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned for his son many days. 35 
And all his sons and all his daughters rose up to comfort him ; but he 
refused to be comforted; and he said. For I will go down to ^the 
grave to my son mourning. And his father wept for him. 36 And 
the -Midianites sold him into Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of Pha* 
raoh’s,. the ‘^captain of the guard. 

38 ; I And it came to pass at that time, that Judah went down 
from his brethren, and turned in to a certain Adullamite, whose 
name was Hirah. 2 And Judah saw there a daughter of a certain 
Canaanite whose name was Shua ; and he took her, and went in unto 
her. 3 And she conceived, and bare a son ; and he called his name 
Er. 4 And she conceived again, and bare a son; and she called bis 
name Onan. 5 And she yet again bare a son, and called his name 
Shelah : and he was at Chezib, when she bare him. 6 And Judah 
took a wife for Er his firstborn, and her name^as Tamar. 7 And 
Er, Judah’s firstborn, was wicked in the sight of the Lord; and the 
Lord slew him. • 8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go in unto thy 
brother’s wife, and ^perform the duty of an husband’s brother unto 
her, and raise up seed to thy brother. 9 And Onan knew that the 
seed should not be his ; and it came to pass, when he went in unto 
his brother’s wife, that he spilled it on the ground, lest he should give 
seed to his brother, 10 And the thing which he did was evil in the 
sight of the Lord : and he slew him also. 1 1 Then said Judah to 
Tamar his daughter in law, Remain a widow in thy father’s house, 
till Shelah my son be grown up : for he said, Lest he also die, like his 
brethren. And Tamar went and dwelt in her father’s house. 12 
And in process of time Shua’s daughter, the wife of Judah, died : and

sheep. 14 And she put off from her the garments of her widow- 
hood, and covered herself with her veil, and wrapped herself, and sat 
in the gate of Enaim, which is by the way to Timnah ; for she saw 
that Shelah was grown up, and she was not ^ given unto him to wife. 
15 When Judah saw her, he thought her to be an harlot; for she had 
covered her face. 16 And he turned unto her by the way, and said, 
Go to, I pray thee, let me come in unto thee : for he knew not that 
she was his daughter in law. And she said, What wilt thou give me, 
that thou mayest come in unto me? 17 And he said, I will send 
thee a kid of the goats from the flock. And she said, Wjlt thou give 
me a pledge, till thou send it? 18 And he said, What pledge shall I 
give thee? And she said, Thy signet and thy cord, and thy staff that 
is in thine hand. And he gave them to her, and came in unto her, 
and she conceived by him.

25 When she was brought forth, she sent to her father in law, saying, 
By the man, whose these are, am I with child : and she said, Discern,

26 And Judah acknowledged them, and said, Shejs more righteous 
than I ; forasmuch as L gave her not to Shelah my son. And he 
knew her again no more. 27 And it came to pass in the time of her 
travail, that, behold, twins were, in her womb. 28 And it came to 
pass, when she travailed, that one put out a hand : and the midwife 
took and bound upon his hand a scarlet thread, saying. This came out 
fii'st. 29 And it came to pass, as he drew back his hand, that, 
behold, his brother came out : and she said, ^Wherefore hast thou 
made a breach for thyself? therefore his name was called Perez. 
30 And afterward came out his brother, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand : and his name was called Zerah.

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§9. THK FORTUNES OF JOSEPH IN EGYPT 
Genesis 39:1-45*57 

I And Joseph was brought down to Egypt : and Potipliar, an offi- 
cer of Pharaoh’s, the captain of the guard, an Egyptian, bought him 
of the hand of the Ishmaelites, which had brought him down thither. 

2 And the Lord was with Joseph, and he was a prosperous man ; and 
he was in the house c;f his master the Eg^q^tian. 3 And his master 
saw that the Lord was with him, and that the Lord made all that he 
did to prosper in his hand. 4 And Joseph found grace in his sight, 
and he minist^'ed unto him : and he made him overseer over his house, 
and all tliat he had he put into his hand. 5 And it came to pass from 
the time that he made him overseer in his house, and over all that he 
had, that the Lord blessed the Egyptian’s house for Joseph’s sake;, 
and the blessing of the Lord was upon ail that he had, in the house 
and in the field. 6 And he left all that he had in Joseph’s hand ; and 
%e knew not aught that tvas with him, save the bread which he did 
eat. And Joseph was comely, and well favoured, 7 And it came to 
pass after these things, that his master’s wife cast her eyes upon 
Joseph ; and she said, Lie with me. 8 But he refused, and said unto 
his master’s wife, Behold, my master %noweth not what is with me 
in the house, and he hath put all that he hath into my hand ; 9 ‘^there 
is none greater in this house than I ; neither hath he kept back any 
thing from me but thee, because thou art his wife : how then can I do 
this great wickedness, and sin against God? 10 And it came to pass, 
as she spake to Joseph day by day, that he hearkened not unto her, to 
lie by her, or to be with her. 1 1 And it came to pass about this time, 
that he went into the house to do his work ; and there was none of the 
men of the house there within. 1 2 And she caught him by his gar- 
ment, saying, Lie with me : and he left his garment in her hand, and 
fled, and got him out. 13 And it came to passl when she saw that 
he had left his garment in her hand, and was fled forth, 14 that she 
called unto the men of her house, and spake upto them, saying, See, 
he hath brought in an Hebrew unto us to mock us ; he came in unto 
me to lie with me, and I cried with a loud voice : 1 5 and it came to 

pass, when he heard that I lifted up my voice and cried, that he left his 
garment by me, and fled, and got him out. 16 And she laid up his 
garment by her, until his master came home. 1 7 And she spake unto 
him according to these words, saying, The Hebrew servant, which 
thou hast bi'ought unto us, came in unto me to mock me: 18 and it 
came to pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, that he left his gar- 
ment by me, and fled out. 19 And it came to pass, when his master 


•with him he knew not -Or, knoweth not •with me what is he 
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iieard the words of his wife, which she spake unto him, saying, After 
this manner did thy servant to me,; that his wrath was kindled. 
20 And Joseph’s master took him,^and put him into the prison, the 
place where the king's prisoners were bound : and he was there in the 
prison. 2i But the Lord was with Joseph, and shewed kindness 
unto him, and gave him favour in the sight of the keeper of the 
prison. 22 And the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph's hand 
all the prisoners that were in the prison ; and whatsoever they did 
there, he was the doer of it. 23 The keeper of the prison looked not 
to any thing that was under his hand, because the Lord was with him ; 
and that which he did, the Lord made it to prosper. 

4*05 I And it came to pass after these things, that the butler of 
the king of Egypt and his baker offended their lord therking of Egt’pt. 
2 And Pharaoh was wroth against his two officers, against the chief of 
the butlers, and against the chief of the bakers. 3 And he put them 
rin ward in the house of the captain of the guard, into the prison, the 
place where Joseph was bound. 4 And the captain of the guard 
charged Joseph with them, and he ministered unto them: and they 
continued a season in ward. 5 And they dreamed a dream both of 
them, each man his dream, in one night, each man according to the 
interpretation of his dream, the butler and the baker of the king of 
Eg^’-pt, which were bound in the prison. 6 And Joseph came in unto 
them in the morning, and saw them, and, behold, they were sad. 
7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers that were with him in w^arcl in his 
master’s house, saying, Wherefore look ye so sadly to«-day?^ 8 And 
they said unto him, We have dreamed a dream, and there is none that 
can interpret it. And Joseph said unto them. Do not interpretations 
belong to God? tell it me, I pray you. 9 And the chief butler told 
his dream to Joseph, and said to him, In my dream, behold, a vine 
was before me; 10 and in the vine were three branches: and it was 
as though it budded, a 7 id its blossoms shot forth ; and the clusters 
thereof brought fort^ ripe grapes : 1 1 and Pharaoh’s cup was in my 

hand ; and I took the grapes, and pressed them into Pharaoh’s cup, 
and I gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand. 12 And Joseph said unto 
him, This is the interpretation of it ; the three branches are three days ; 
13 within yet three days shall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thine office : and thou shalt give Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou wast his butler. 14 But have me 
in thy remembrance when it shall be well with thee, and shew kind- 
ness, I pray thee, unto me, and make mention of me unto Pharaoh, 
and bring me out of this house : 1 5 for indeed I was stolen away out 

of the land of the Hebrews : and here also have I done nothing that 
they should put me into the dungeon. 16 When the chief baker saw 
that the interpretation was good, he said unto Joseph, I also was in 
my dream, and, behold, three baskets of white bread were on my 
head : 1 7 and in the uppermost basket there was of all manner of 

bakemeats for Pharaoh ; and the birds did eat them out of the basket 
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upon my head. i8 And Joseph answered and said, This is the inter- 
pretation thereof : the three baskets are three days ; 1 9 within yet 
three days shall Pharaoh lift up thy head from off thee, and shall hang 
thee on a tree ; and the birds shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 20 And 
it came to pass the third day, which was Pharaoh’s birthday, that he 
made a feast unto all his servants : and he lifted up the head of the 
chief butler and the head of the chief baker among his servants. 
3 1 And he restored the chief butler unto his butlership again ; and he 
gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 22 but he hanged the chief 
baker: as Joseph had interpreted to them. 23 Yet did not the chief 
butler remember Joseph, but forgat him. 

41 ; I And it came to pass at the end of two full years, that 
Pharaoh dreaiiled: and, behold, he stood by the ^river. 2 And, 
behold, there came up out of the river seven kine, well favoured and fat- 
tleshed : and they fed in the reed-grass. 3 And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them out of the river," ill favoured and leanfleshed ; 
and stood by the other kine upon the brink of the river. 4 And the 
ill favoured and leanfleshed kine did eat up the seven well favoured 
and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 5 And he slept and dreamed a 
second time : and, behold, seven ears of corn came up upon one 
stalk, '^rank and good. 6 And, behold, seven ears, thin and blasted 
with the east wind, sprung up after them. 7 And the thin ears 
swallowed up the seven ^rank and full ears.

8 And it came to pass in the morning 
that his spirit was troubled ; and he sent and called for all the ®magi- 
clans of Egypt, and all the wise men thereof : and Pharaoh told them 
his dream; but there was none that could interpret them unto 
Pharaoh. 9 Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, I Mo 
remember my faults this day: 10 Pharaoh was wroth with his ser- 
vants, and put me in ward in the house of the captain of the guard, 
me and the chief baker : 1 1 and we dreamed a dream in one night, I 
and he ; we dreamed each man according to the interpretation of his 
dream. 1 2 And there vras with us there a young men, an Hebrew, 
servant to the captain of the guard ; and we told^ him, and he inter- 
preted to us our dreams ; to each man according to his dream he did 
interpret. 13 And it came to pass, as he interpreted to us, so it 
was ; ^*me he restored unto mine office, and him he hanged. 14 Then 
l^haraoh sent and* called Joseph, and they brought him hastily out of 
the dungeon : and he shaved himself, and changed his raiment, and 
came in unto Pharaoh, 1 5 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I have 
dreamed a dream, and there is none that can interpret it : and I have 
heard say of thee, that when thou hearest a dream thou canst inter- 
pret it. 16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, saying, It is' not in me: 
God shall give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 17 And Pharaoh spake

and ieanfleshed, such as I never saw in all the land of Egypt for bad- 
ness : 20 and the lean and ill favoured kine did eat up the first seven 
fat kine : 2 1 and when they had eaten them up it could not be known 
that they had eaten them; but they were still ill favoured, as at the 
beginning. So I awoke. 22 And I saw in my dream, and, behold, 
seven ears came up upon one stalk, full and good: 23 and, behold, 
seven ears, withered, thin, and blasted with the east wind, sprung up 
after them : 24 and the thin ears swallow^ed up the seven good earsv" 
and I told it unto the magicians ; but there was m)ne that could 
declare it to me. 25 And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream 
of Pharaoh is one : what God is about to do He hath declared unto 
Pharaoh. 26 The seven good kine are seven years ; and the seven good 
ears are seven years : the dream is one, 27 And the seven lean and 
ill favoured kine that came up after them are seven years, and also the 
seven empty ears blasted with the east wind ; they shall be seven 
years of famine. 28 That is the thing which I spake unto Pharaoh : 
what God is about to do He hath shew^ed unto Pharaoh. 29 Behold, 
there come seven years of great plenty throughout all the land of 
Egypt: 30 and there shall arise after them seven years of famine ; and 
all the plenty shall be forgotten in the land of Egypt ; and the famine 
shall consume the land; 31 and the plenty shall not be known in the 
land by reason of that famine which followeth ; for it shall be ver^^ 
grievous. 32 And for that the dream was doubled unto Pharaoh 
twice, it is because the thing is established by God, and God will 
shortly bring it to pass. 33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look OMt a 
man discreet and wise, and set him over the land of Egypt. 34 Let 
Pharaoh do this, and let him appoint overseers over the land, and 
take up the fifth pf rt of the land of Egypt in the seven plenteous 
years. 35 And let them gather all the food of these good years that 
come, and lay up corn under the hand of Pharaoh for food in the cities, 
and let them keeprit. 36 And the food shall be for a store to the 
land against the seven years of famine, which shall be in the land of 
E^pt ; that the land perish not through the famine. 37 And the 
thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh and in the eyes of all his 
servants. 38 And Pharaoh said unto his servants, Can we find such 
a one as this, a man in whom the spirit of God is? 39 And Pharaoli 
said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee all this, there 
is none so discreet and wise as thou: 40 thou shak be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall all my people ^be ruled : only in 
the throne will I be greater than thou. 41 And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, See, I have set thee over all the land of Egypt. 42 And 
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Pharaoh took off his signet ring from his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in vestures of ^hne linen, and put a 
gold chain about his neck ; 43 and he made him to ride in the second 
chariot which he had ; and they cried before him, "'Bow the knee : and 
he set him over all the land of Egypt. 44 And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall no man lift up his hand 
or his foot in all the land of Egypt. 45 And Pharaoh called Joseph's 
name Zaphenath-paneah ; and he gave him to wife Asenath, the 
daughter of Poti-phera priest of On. And Joseph went out over 
the land of Egypt. 46 And Joseph was thirty years old when he 
stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt. And Joseph went out from 
the presence of Pharaoh, and went throughout all the land of Egypt. 
47 And in the se\’ien plenteous years the earth brought forth by hand- 
fuls. 48 And he gathered up all the food of the seven years which 
were in the land of Egypt, and laid up the food in the cities : the food 
of the field, which was round about every city, laid he up in the same.

51 And Joseph 
called the name of the firstborn ^Manasseh : For, said he, God hath 
made me forget all my toil, and all my father's house. 52 And the 
name of the second called he ^Ephraim: For God hath made me 
fruitful in the land of my affliction. 53 And the seven years of 
plenty, that yvas in the land of Egypt, came to an end. 54 And the 
seven years of famine began to come, according as Joseph had said : 
and there was famine in all lands ; but in all the land of Egypt there was 
bread. 55 And when all the land of Egypt was famished, the people 
cried to Pharaoh for bread : and Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, 
Go unto Joseph; what he saith to you, do. 56 And the famine was 
over all the face of the earth : and Joseph opened all the storehouses, 
and sold unto the Egyptians ; and the famine was sose in the land of 
Egypt. 57 And all countries came into Egypt to Joseph for to buy 
com ; because the famine was sore in all the earth, 

§J0. THE FAMINE IN THE LAND OF CANAAN 
Genesis 42:1-45:2^8 

I Now Jacob saw tnat there was com in Egypt, and Jacob said 
unto his sons, Why do ye look one upon another? 2 And he said, 
Behold, I have heard that there is corn in Egypt: get you down 
* thither, and buy for us from thence ; that we may live and not die. 

And Joseph's ten brethren went down to buy corn from Egypt.

5 And the sons of 
Israel came to buy among those that came : for the famine was in the 
land of Canaan. 6 And Joseph was the governor over the land : he it 
was that sold to all the people of the land: and Joseph’s brethren 
came, and bowed down themselves to. him with their faces to the 
earth. 7 And Joseph saw his brethren, and he knew them, but made 
himself strange unto them, and spake roughly with them ; and he said 
unto them, Whence come ye? And they said, From the land of 
Canaan to buy food. 8 And Joseph knew hts brethren, but they knew 
not him. 9 And Joseph remembered the dreams which he dreamed 
of them, and said unto them, Ye are spies; to see the nakedness of 
the land ye are come.

9 Haste ye, and go up to my 
father, and say unto hinl, Thus saith thy son Joseph, God hath made

My brethren, 
and my father’s house, which were in the land of Canaan, are come 
unto me ; 32 and the men are shepherds, for they have been keepers 
of cattle; and they have brought their flocks, and their herds, and ail 
that they have. 33 And it shall come to pass, when Pharaoh shall 
call you, and shall say, What is your occupation? 34 that ye shall say. 
Thy servants have been keepers of cattle ^rom our youth even until 
now, both we, and our fathers : that ye may dwell in the land of 
Goshen ; for every shepherd is an abomination unto the Egyptians. 

47 : I Then Joseph went in and told Pharaoh, and said, My 
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father and my brethren, and their flocks, and their herds, and all that 
they have, are come out of the land of Canaan; and, behold, they are 
in the land of Goshen. 2 And from among his brethren he took five 
^anen, and presented them unto Pharaoh. 3 And Pharaoh said unto 
liis brethren, What is your occupation? And they said unto Pharaoh, 
Thy servants are shepherds, both we, and our fathers. 4 And they 
said unto Pharaoh, To sojourn in the land are we come ; for there is 
no pasture for thy servants' flocks ; for the famine is sore in the land 
of Canaan : now therefore, we pray thee, let thy servants dwell in the 
land of Goshen.

1 3. And there was no bread in all the land ; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and the land of Canaan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 14 And Joseph gathered up ail the money that 
was found in the land of Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for the 
corn which they bought : and Joseph brought the money into Pharaoh’s 
house. 1 5 And when the money was all spent in the land of Egypt, 
and in the land of Canaan, all the Egyptians came unto Joseph, and 
said, Give us bread : for why should we die in thy presence? for our 
money faileth.

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them with bread in exchange for all their cattle for that year. i8 And 
when that year was ended, they came unto him the second year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide from ray lord, how that our money is 
all spent; and the herds of cattle are my lord’s; there is nought left in 
the sight of my lord, but our bodies, and our lands: 19 wherefore 
should we die before thine eyes, both we and our land? buy us and 
our land for bread, and we and our land will be servants unto Pharaoh : 
and give us seed, that we may live, and not die, and that the land be 
not desolate. 20 So Joseph bought all the land of Egypt for Pharaoh ; 
for the Egyptians sold every man his field, because the famine was 
sore upon them : and the land became Pharaoh’s, 21 And as for the 
people, removed them ^to the cities from one end of the 
border of Egypt even to the other end thereof. 2f Only the land 
of the priests bought he not : for the priests had a portion from Pha- 
raoh, and did eat their portion which Pharaoh gave them ; wherefore 
they sold not their land.

6 Then said I, Ah, Lord God! behold, I cannot speak: for I am a 
child. 7 But the Lord said unto me, Say not, I am a child : for ho 
whomsoever I shall j^end thee thou shalt go, and whatsoever I shall 
command thee thou shalt speak. 8 Be not afraid because of them: 
for I am with thee to deliver thee, saith the Lord. 9 Then the 
Lord put forth his hand, and touched my mouth; and the Lord said 
unto me, Behold, I have put my words in thy mouth: 10 see, I have 
this day set thee over the nations and over the kingdoms, to pluck up 
and to break down, and to destroy and to overthrow ; to build, and to 
plant. 

I I Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, Jere- 
miah, what seest thou? And I said, I see a rod of ^an almond tree. 
1 2 Then said the Lord unto me. Thou hast well seen : for I ^watch

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over my word to perform it, 1 3 And the word of the Lord came 
tinto me the second time, saying, What seest thou?

Then the Lord said unto me, Out of the north evil ^shall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land 15 For, lo, I will call all the 
.families of the kingdoms o^ the north, saith the Lord; and they shall 
come, and they shall set every one his throne at the entering of the 
gates of Jerusalem, and against all the walls thereof round about, and 
against all the cities of Judah. 16 And I will ^utter my judgements 
against them touching all their wickedness; in that they have forsaken 
me, and have burned incense unto other gods, and worship the works 
of their own hands.

and cry in the ears of Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith the Lord, I 
remember or thee the kindness of thy youth, the love of thine espousals ; 
how thou wentest after me in the wilderness, in a land that was not 
sown. 3 Israel was holiness unto the Lord, the firstfruits of his 
increase : all that devour him shall be held guilty; evil shall come upon 
them, saith the Lord. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, O house of Jacob, and all the 
families of the house of Israel: 5 thus saith the Lord, What 
unrighteousness have your fathers found in me, that they are gone far 
from me, and have walked after vanity, and a^e become vain? 6 
Neither said they, Where is the Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt ; that led us through the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land of drought and of ^the shadow of 
death, through a land that none passed through, and where no man 
dwelt? 7 And I brought you into a plentiful land, to eat the fruit 
thereof and the goodness thereof; but when ye entered, ye dehled my 
land, and made mine heritage an abomination. 8 The priests said 
not, Where is the LORD? and they that handle the law knew me not: 
the ^rulers also transgressed against me, and the prophets prophesied 
by Baal, and walked after things that do not profit. 9 Wherefore I

1 1 Hath a nation changed ihezr gods, which 
yet are no gods? but my people have changed their glory for that which 
doth not profit. 12 Be astonished, O heavens, at this, and be 
horribly afraid, be ye very desolate, saith the Lord. 13 For my 
people have committed two evils; they have forsaken me the fountain 
of living waters, and hewed them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water. 14 Is Israela servant? is he a homeborn why 
is he become a prey? 15 The young lions have roared upon him, and 
^yelled: and they have made his land waste; his cities are burned up, 
without inhabitant. 1 6 The children also of Noph an(f Tahpanhes have 
^broken the crown of thy head. 17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken the Lord thy God, when he led 
thee by the way? 18 And now what hast thou to do in the way to 
Egypt, to drink the waters of ^Shihor? or what hast thou to do in the 
way to Assyria, to drink the waters of *the River? 19 Thine own 
wickedness shall correct thee, and thy backsliding shall reprove thee: 
know therefore and see that it is an evil thing and a bitter, that thou 
hast forsaken the Lord thy God, and that my fear is not in thee, saith 
the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 20 For of old time have broken thy 
yoke, and burst thy bands; and thou saidst, I will not «serve; for upon 
every high hill and under every green tree thou didst bow thyself, play- 
ing the harlot. 21 Yet I had planted thee a noble vine, wholly a right 
seed; how then art thou turned into the degenerate plant of a strange 
vine unto me? 22 For though thou wash thee with lye, and take thee 
much soap, yet thine iniquity is marked before me, saith the Lord 
God. 23 How canst thou say. I am not defiled, I have not gone 
after the Baalim? see thy way in the valley, know what thou hast done : 
thou art a swift dromedary traversing her ways ; 24 a wild ass used 
to the wilderness, that snulTeth up the wind in her desire; in her occa- 
sion who can turn her away? all they that seek her^ will not weary 
themselves; in her month they shall find her. 25 Withhold thy foot 
from being unshod, 'knd thy throat from thirst : but thou saidst, There 
is no hope: no; for I have loved strangers, and after them I will go, 
26 As the thief is ashamed when he is found, so is the house of Israel 
ashamed ; they, their kings, their princes, and their priests, and their 
prophets ; 27 which say to a stock, Thou art my father ; and to a 
stone, Thou hast brought ®me forth: for they have turned their back 
unto me, and not their face : but in the time of their trouble they will 
say, Arise, and save us. 28 But where are thy gods that thou hast made 
thee? let them arise, if they can save thee in the time of thy trouble : 
for according to the number of thy cities are thy gods, 0 Judah.

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29 Wherefore will ye plead with me? ye all have transgressed 
against me, saith the Lord, 30 In vain have I smitten your chii* 
dren; they received no ^correction ; ’your own si^rord hath devoured 
your prophets, like a destroying lion. 31 O generation, see ye the 
v7ord of the Lord. Have I been a wilderness unto Israel? or a land 
of ^thick darkness? wherefore say my people, We are broken loose; 
we will come no more unto thee? 32 Can a maid forget her ornaments, 
or a bride her attire? yet my people have forgotten me days without 
number. 33 How trimmest thou thy way to seek love! therefore 
even the wicked women hast thou taught thy ways. 34 Also in thy 
skirts is found die blood of the souls of the innocent poor : ®I have not 
found It at ^the place of breaking in, but upon ^all these.

whole heart, but feipiedly, saith* the Lord, i i And the Lord said 
unto me, Backsliding Israel hath shewn herself more righteous than 
treacherous Judah. 12 Go, and proclaim these words toward the 
north, and say, Return, thou backsliding Israel,^ saith the Lord;.* I 
will not ^look in anger upon you : for I am merciful, saith the Lord, 

I will not keep anger for ever. 13 Only ^acknowledge thine iniquity 
that thou hast transgressed against the Lord thy God, and hast scat- 
tered thy ways to the strangers under every green tree, and ye have 
not obeyed my voice, saith the Lord. 14 Return, O backsliding chil- 
dren, saith the Lord ; for I am a husband unto you : and I will take 
you one of a city, and two of a family, and I will •bring you to Zion:

4 : I H thou wilt return, O Israel, saith the Lord, unto me 
shalt thou return : and Hi thou wilt put away thine abominations out 
of my sight, then shalt thou not be removed ; 2 and thou shalt sw^ear, 
As the Lord liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in righteousness ; and 
the nations shall bless themselves in him, and in him shall they glory, 

3 For thus saith the LoRp to the men of Judah and to Jerusalem, 
Bre^ up your fallow ground, and sow iiot among thorns. 4 Circum- 
cise yourselves to the Lord, and take away the * foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabitants of Jerusalem ; lest my fury go 
forth like fire, and burn that none can quench it, because of the evil of 
your doings. ‘5 Declare ye in Judah, and publish in Jerusalem; and 
say, Blow ye the trumpet in the land: cry aloud and say, Assemble 
yourselves, and lei* us go into the fenced cities. 6 Set up a standard 
toward Zion: flee for safety, stay not : for i will bring evil from the 
north, and a great destruction. 7 A lion is gone up from his thicket, 
and a destroyer of nations ; he is on his way, he is gone forth from his 
place; to make thy land desolate, that thy cities be laid waste, without 
inhabitant. 8 For this gird you with sackcloth, lament and howl: for 
the fierce anger of the Lord is not turned back from us. 9 And it 
shall come to pass at that day, saith the Lord, that the heart of the 
king shall perish, and the heart of the princes; and the priests shall be 
astonished, and the prophets shall wonder.

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20 Destruction upon destruction is cried ; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and my curtains in a moment. 2 1 How 
long shall I see the standard, and hear the sound of the trumpet? 22 
For my people is fomish, they know me not; they are sottish children, 
and they have none understanding ; they are wise to do evil, but to do 
good they have no knowledge. 

23 I beheld the earth, and, lo, it was %aste and void ; and the 
heavens, and they had no light. 24 I beheld the mountains, and, lo, 
they trembled, and all the hills Amoved to and fro, 25 I beheld, and, 
io, there was no man, and all the birds of the heavens were fled, 26 
I beheld, and, lo, ®the fruitful field was a wilderness, and ail the cities 
thereof were broken down at the presence of the Lord, before 
his fierce anger. 27 For thus saith the Lord, Tte whole land shall 
be a desolation ; yet will I not rnake a full end. 28 For this shall the 
earth mourn, and the heavens above be black : because I have spoken 
it, I have purposed it, and I have not repented, neither will I turn back 
from it.

9 Shall I not visit for these things? saith the Lord : and shall 
not my soul be avenged on such a nation as this? 

lo Go ye up upon her walls, and destroy ; but make not a full end : 
take away her branches ; for they are not the Lord*s. ii For the 
house of Israel and the house of Judah have dealt very treacherously 
against me, saith the Lord, i 2 They have denied the Lord, and 
said, it is not he; neither shall evil come upon us; neither shall we see 
^ sword nor famine: 13 and the prophets shall become wind, and the 
word is not in them : thus shall it be done unto them. 14 Wherefore 
thus saith the Loiid, the God of hosts, Because ye speak this word, 
behold, I will make my words in thy mouth fire, and this people wood, 
and it shall devour them. 15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon you from 
far, O house of Israel, saith the LORD : it is ®a mighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whose language thou knowest not, neither 
understandest what they say. 16 Their quiver is an open sepulchre, 
they are all mighty men. 17 And they shall eat up thine harvest, 
and thy bread, which thy sons and thy daughters should eat : they shall 
eat up thy flocks and thine herds: they shall eat up thy vines and thy 
% trees : they shall *beat down thy fenced cities, wherein thou trustest, 
with the sword. x8 But even in those days, saith the Lord, I will 
not make a full end with you, 19 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye shall say, Wherefore hath the Lord our God done all these things 
unto us? then shalt thou say unto them.

20 Declare ye this in the house of Jacob, and publish it in Judah, 
saying, 21 Hear now this, O foolish people, and without '^under- 
standing; which have eyes, and see not; which have ears, and hear 
not : 22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lord ; will ye not tremble at my 
presence, which have placed the sand for the bound of the sea, ®by a 
perpetual decree, that it cannot pass it? and though the waves thereof 
toss themselves, yet can they not prevail ; thou^ they roar, yet can 
they not pass over it. 23 But this people hath a revolting and a 
rebellious heart ; they are revolted and gone. 24 Neither say they in 
their heart, Let us now fear the Lord our God, that giveth rain, both 
the former and the latter, in its season; that reserveth unto us the 
appointed weeks of the harvest. 25 Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have withholden good from you. 26 For 
among my people are found wicked men : they watch, as fowlers lie 
in wait ; they set a trap, they catch men. 27 As a cage is full of 
birds, so are their houses full of deceit : therefore they are become

great, and waxen rich. 28 They are waxen fat, they shine: yea# they 
overpass in deeds of wickedness : they plead not the cause, the cause 
of the fatherless, that they should prosper; and the right of the needy 
do they not judge. 29 Shall I not visit for these things? saith the 
LORD : shall not my soul be avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 wonderful and horrible thing is come to pass in the land;; 
31 the prophets prophesy falsely, and the priests bear rule %y their 
means ; and my people love to have it so : and what will ye do in the 
end thereof? 

6; I Flee for safety* ye children of Benjamin, out of the midst 
of Jerusalem, and blow the trumpet in Tekoa, and raise up a signal on 4 
Beth-haccherem ; for evil looketh forth from the north, and a great 
destruction. 2 The comely and delicate one, the dfliughter of Zion, 
will I cutoff. 3 Shepherds with their flocks shall come unto her; 
they shall pitch their tents against her round about ; they shall feed 
every one in his place. 4 ^Prepare ye war against her ; arise, and let 
us go up at noon. Woe unto us ! for the day declineth, for the 
shadows of the evening are stretched out. 5 Arise, and let us go up 
by night, and let us destroy her palaces. 6* For thus hath the Lord 
of hosts said, Hew ye down *trees, and cast up a mount against Jeru- 
salem : this is the city to be visited ; she is wholly oppression in the 
midst of her. 7 As a well ®casteth forth her waters, so she ^casteth 
forth her wickedness : violence and spoil is heard in her ; before me 
continually is sickness and ^younds. 8 Be thou instructed, O Jeru- 
salem* lest my soul be alienated from thee ; lest I make thee a desola- 
tion, a land not inhabited. 

9 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, They shall thoroughly glean the

hearken : behold, the word of the Lord is become unto them a 
reproach ; they have no delight in it.

26 ; I In the beginning of the reign of Jehoiakimtheson of Josiah, 
king of Judah, came this word from the Lord, saying, 2 Thus saith 
the Lord : Stand in the court of the Lord’s house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which come to worship in the Lord’s 
house, all the words that I command thee to speak unto them; 
keep not back a word. 3 It may be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way ; that I may repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do untiii|them because of the evil of their doings. 
4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus saith the Lord : If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, which I have set before you, 5 to 
hearken to the words of my servants the prophets, whom I send unto 
you, even rising up early and sending them, but ye have not hearkened ; 
6 then will I make this house like Shiloh, and will make this cify a 
curse to all the nations of the earth. 7 And the priests and the pro- 
phets and all the people heard Jeremiah speaking these words in the 
house of the Lord. 8 And it came to pass, when Jeremiah had made 
an end of speaking all that the Lord had commanded him to speak 
unto all the people, that the priests and the prophets and all the peo- 
ple laid hold on him, •Saying, Thou shalt surely die. 9 Why hast thou 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, saying, This house shall be like 
Shiloh, and this city shall be desolate, without inhabitant?

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates thereof languish, they sit in black 
upon the ground ; and the cry of Jerusalem is gone up. 3 And their 
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nobles send their dittle ones ^to the waters : they come to the pits, and 
find no water; they return with their vessels empty: they are ashamed 
and confounded, and cover their ‘'heads. 4 Because of the ground 
which is ^chapt, for that no rain hath been in the land, the plowmen 
are ashamed, they cover their heads. 5 Yea, the hind also in th^ 
field calveth, and forsaketh her you 7 ig, , because there is no grass. 
6 And the wild asses stand on the bare heights, they pant for air like 
^jackals ; their eyes fail, because there is no herbage. 

7 Though our iniquities testify against us, work thou for thy 
name*s sake, O Lord : for our backslidings are many ; we have 
sinned against thee. 8 O thou hope of Israel, the saviour thereof in 
the time of trouble, ’why shouldest thou be as a sojourner in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that ®turneth aside to icirry for a night? 
9 Why shouldest thou be as a man astonied, as a mighty mandiat 
cannot save? yet thou, O Lord, art in the midst of us, and we are 
called by thy name ; leave us not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord unto this people, Even so have th^y 
loved to wander ; they have not refrained their feet : therefore the 
Lord doth not accept them ; now will he remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins, 1 1 And the Lord said unto me, Pray not for this 
people for their good.

9 They 
shall come with w^eeping, and with supplications will I lead them : I 
will ^cause them to w^alk by rivers of waters, in a straightway wherein 
they shall not stumble : for I am a father to Israel, and Ephraim is my 
firstborn. 

10 Hear the word of the LORD, O ye nations, and declare it in the 
isles afar off ; and say, He that scattered Israel will gather him, and 
keep him, as a shepherd doth his dock, ii For the Lord hath ran- 
somed Jacob, and redeemed him from the hand of him that was 
stronger than he. 12 And they shall come and sing in the height of 
Zion, and shall flow^ together unto the goodness of the Lord, to the 
corn, and to the wine, and to the oil, and to the young of the flock and 
of the herd: and their soul shall be as a watered garden; and they shall 
not sorrow any more at all 13 Then shall the virgin rejoice in the 
dance, and the young men and the old together : for I will turn their 
mourning into joy, and will comfort them, and make them rejoice from 
their sorrow. 14 And I will satiate the soul oj^ the priests with fatness, 
and my people shall be satisfied with my goodness, saith the Lord. 

1 5 Thus saith the Lord : A voice is heard In Ramah, lamenta- 
tion, and bitter weeping, Rachael weeping for her children; she 
refuseth to be comforted for her children, because they are not- 
16 Thus saith the Lord. Refrain thy voice from w^eeping, and thine 
eyes from tears : for thy work shall be rewarded, saith the Lord ; and 
they shall come againfrom the land of the enemy. 17 And there is hope 
for thy latter end, saith the Lord; and thy children shall come again to 
their own border. 1 8 I have surely heard Ephraim bemoaning himself

20 Is Ephraim my dear son? is he a pleasant child? for as often as I 
speak against him, I do earnestly remember ^him still : therefore my 
bowels ^are troubled for him ; I will surely have mercy upon him, saith 
the Lord. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee guide-posts: set thine heart 
toward the highway, even the way by which thou wentest: turn again, 
Q virgin of Israel, turn again to these thy cities. 22 How long wilt 
thou go hither and thither, 0 thou backsliding daugjiter? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in the earth, A woman shall encom- 
pass a man. 

23 Thus said the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Yet again shall 
^ they use this speech in the land of Judah and in the cities thereof, 
when I shall ‘‘^bring again their captivity : The Lord bless thee, O 
habitation of justice, O mountain of holiness. 24 And Judah and all 
the cities thereof shall dwell therein together ; the husbandmen, and 
they that go about with flocks. 25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and every sorrowful soul have I replenished. 26 Upon this I 
awaked, and beheld; and my sleep was sweet unto me. 27 Behold, 
the days come, saith the Lord, that I will sow the house of Israel and 
the house of Judah with the seed of man, and with the seed of beast. 
28 And it shall come to pass, that like as I have watched over them 
to pluck up and to break down, and to overthrow and to destroy, and 
to afflict ; so will I watch over them to build and to plant, saith the 
Lord. 29 In those days they shall say no more, The fathers haver 
eaten sour grapes, and the children’s teeth are set on edge. 30 But 
every one shall die for his own iniquity : every man that eateth the sour 
grapes, his teeth shall be set on edge. 

31 Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah: 
32 not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers in the 
day that I took them by the hand to bring them out of the land of 
Egypt ; Hvhich my covenant they brake, although I was husband 
unto them, saith the Lord. 33 But this is the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after those days, saith the Lord ; I 
will put my law in their inward parts, and in their heart will I write it ; 
and I will be their God, and they shall be my people : 34 and they 
shall teach no more every man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord : for they shall all kno-w me, from 
the least of them unto the greatest of them, saith the Lord : for I 
will forgive their iniquity, and their sin will I remember no more.

35 Thus saith the Lorb, which giveth the sun fora light by day, and 
the ordinances of the moon and of the stars for a light by night, which 
^stirreth up the sea, that the waves thereof roar ; the Lord of hosts 
is his name : 36 If these ordinances depart from before me, saith the 
Lord, then the seed of Israel also ^hall cease from being a nation 
before me for ever. 37 Thus saith the Lord : If heaven above can 
be measured, and the foundations of the earth searched out beneath, 
then will I also cast off all the seed of Israel for all that they have 
done, saith the Lord. 38 Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that the city shall be built to the Lord from the tower of Hananel 
unto the gate of the corner. 39 And the measuring line shall yet go 
out straight onward unto the hill Gareb, and shall turn about unto 
Goah. 40 And the whole valley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, 
and all the fiel?is unto the brook Kidron, unto the corner of the horse 
gate toward the east, shall be holy unto the Lord ; it shall not be 
plucked up, nor thrown down any more forever. 

32 ; I The word that came to Jeremiah from the Lord in*the* 
tenth year of Zedekiah king of Judah, which was the eighteenth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar. 2 Now at that time the king of Babylon's army 
besieged Jerusalem : and Jeremiah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the guard, which was in the king of Judah's house. 3 For 
Zedekiah king of Judah had shut him up, saying, Wherefore dost thou 
prophesy, and say, Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will give this city

7 Behold, Hanamel the son of Shallum thine uncle shall come unto 
thee, saying, Buy thee my field that is in Anathoth : for the right of 
redemption is thine to buy it. 8 So Hanamel mine uncle's son came 
to me in the court of the guard according to the word of the Lord, 
and said unto me, Buy my field, I pray th#%e, that is in Anathoth, 
which is in the land of Benjamin : for the right of inheritance is thine, 
and the redemption is thine ; buy it for thyself. Then I knew that this 
was the word of the Lord. 9 And I bought the field that was in 
Anathoth of Hanamel mine uncle’s son, and weighed him the money, 
even seventeen shekels of silver. 10 And I subscribed the deed, and 
sealed it, and called witnesses, and w^eighed him the money in the 
balances. 1 1, So I took the deed of the purchase, both that which 
was sealed, '^according to the law and custom, and that which was 
open : 1 2 and I delivered the deed of the purchase unto Baruch the

thee: iS which shewest mercy unto thousands, and recompensest 
th« iniquity of the fathers into the bosom of their children after them: 
* the great, the mighty God, the Lord of hosts is his name: 19 great 
in counsel, and mighty in work : whose eyes are open upon all the 
ways of the sons of men ; to give every one according to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings : 20 which didst set signs and 

wonders in the land of Egypt, even unto this day, ^both in Israel 
and among other men, and madest thee a name, as at this day; 
21 and didst bring forth thy people Israel out of the land of Egypt 
with signs, and with wonders, and with a strong hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with great terror; 22 and gavest them this 
land, which thou didst swear to their fathers to give them, a land 
flowing with milk and honey ; 23 and they came in, and possessed it ; 

but they obeyed not thy voice, neither walked in thy law ; they have done 
nothing of all that thou commandedst them to do : therefore thou has^ 
caused all this evil to come upon them : 24 behold the mounts, they 

are come unto the city to take it ; and the city is given into the hand 
of the Chaldeans that fight against it, because of the sword, and of 
the famine, and of the pestilence: and what thou hast spoken is 
come to pass; and, behold, thou seest it.

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord : Behold, I will give this city 
into the hand of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, and he shall take it : 29 and the Chaldeans, that 
fight against this city, shall come and set this city on fire, and burn it, 
with the houses, upon whose roofs they have offered incense unto 
Baal, and poured out drink offerings unto other gods, to provoke me

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to anger. 30 For the children of Israel and the children of Judah 
have only done that which was evil in my sight from their youth : for 
the children of Israel have only p;*ovoked me to anger with the work 
of their hands, saith the Lord. 31 i^or this city hath been to me a 
provocation of mine anger and of my fury from the day that they built 
it even unto this day ; that I should remove it from before my face : 

33 because of all the evil -of the children of Israel and of the children 
of Judah, which they have done to provoke me to anger, they, their 
kings, their princes, their priests, and their prophets, and the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 33 And they have turned 
unto me the back, and not the face : and though I taught them, rising up 
early and teaching them, yet they have not hearkened to receive 
instruction. 34 But they set their abominations in the house which is 
called by my name, to defile it, 35 And they built the high places of 
Baal, which are in the valley of the son of Hinnom, to cause their sons 
and their daughters to pass through the fire unto Molech ; whicl! I * 
commanded them not, neither came it into my ^mind, that they should * 
"do this abomination; to cause Judah to sin. 

36 And now therefore thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, 
concerning this city, whereof ye say* It is given into the hand of the 
king of Babylon by the sword, and by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence: 37 Behold, I will gather them out of all the countries, 
whither I have driven them in mine anger, and in my fury, and in 
great wrath ; and I will bring them again unto this place, and 1 will 
cause them to dwell safely : 38 and they shall be my people, and I 
will be their God : 39 and I will give them one heart and one way, 
that they may fear me forever; for the good of them, and of their 
children after them : 40 and I will make ah everlasting covenant 
with them, that I will not turn away %om them, to do them good ; 
and I will put my fear in their hearts, that they shall not depart from 
me. 41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to do them good, and I will 
plant them in this land '^assuredly with my whole heart and with my 
whole soul. 42 For thus saith the LORD: Like as I have brought 
all this great evil upon this people, so will I bring upon them all the 
good that I have promised them. 43 And fields shall be bought 
in this land, whereof ye say, It is desolate, without manor beast; 
it is given into the hand of the Chaldeans. 44 Men shall buy fields 
for money, and subscribe the deeds, and seal them, and call witnesses, 
in the land of Benjamin, and in the places about Jerusalem, and in 
the cities of Judah, and in the cities of the hill country, and in the 
cities of the lowland, and in the cities of the South : for I will cause their 
captivity to return, saith the Lord. 

33 : I Moreover the word of the Lord came unto Jeremiah 
the second time, while he vras yet shut up in the court of the guard, 
saying, 2 Thus saith the Lord that doeth it, the Lord that
